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AUTHOR’S PREFACE 


N the magnificent assemblage of works of art collected by the late Viscount 
Leverhulme, and permanently installed by him in the Lady Lever Art 
Gallery, Port Sunlight, the potter’s art has not been negle&ed. To have 

attempted a representative series illustrating the ceramic history of the world would 
have been out of place, and Lord Leverhulme wisely contented himself with two 
collections of first-rate quality, the one illustrating the finest porcelain in the world, 
and the other the works of the most celebrated English potter. Both comprise 
choice examples culled from many well-known collefions, such as the Orrock, 
Richard Bennett, Trapnell, S. E. Kennedy for Chinese; and the Tweedmouth, 
Hooker, Hope, Tangye, and others for Wedgwood. It is true that in addition 
to these two large series there are a few miscellaneous specimens of other types, 
but there is little among them which calls for special mention except the series 
of Masonic pottery in the Masonic Hall. The interest in this last is naturally in 
the main Masonic, but it includes a few specimens which have a bearing on the 
history of English pottery. 


In the arrangement of the Catalogue the descriptions have been grouped under 
certain well-defined headings; but within these limits the order of exhibition has 
been followed as far as possible. 


The introductory notes which preface each se€tion in no way pretend to exhaust 
their respective subjects. They are merely intended to supply to the reader in a handy 
form the information necessary for the understanding of the descriptions. For a 
fuller Study, if he is tempted to go deeper into the matter, he is referred to the 
books mentioned in the list of works consulted. To these books the author makes 
the fullest acknowledgment, and in particular he would like to emphasize, in refer- 
ence to the Wedgwood, the invaluable research work done by Miss Meteyard and 
Mr. Rathbone. The latter actually left notes on the present colleGion which have 
been a great assistance.

In addition to the Ceramic Colle@ions, a few kindred objects are included in 
this volume, viz. glass and enamels, both Oriental and English, Chinese hard stones 
and Peking lacquer. In dealing with the Chinese hard stones, I had the valuable 
help of Mr. Oscar Raphael, and the sections devoted to English enamels and glass 
are from the skilful pen of Mr. Bernard Rackham. My thanks are due to these 
and to the Curator of the Gallery, Mr. Sydney L. Davison, and his assistants, for their 
courteous help given at every Stage of my work on the Collection.

I 
INTRODUCTION 


HE Catalogue of the ceramic colleGtions in the Lady Lever Art Gallery covers 

a wide span. It begins with old Chinese porcelain and ends with Wedgwood, 

the work of the master potters of the East and of the “ prince of potters ” 

in England. The width of the world separates the two geographically, and in 

Style they are as the poles apart. But both were engaged in an industry funda- 

mentally the same, and both have had a great and abiding influence on the ceramic 
history of the world. 


To the Chinese we owe porcelain itself, which is perhaps the most wonderful 
of all the potter’s triumphs, a beautiful, white, translucent substance perfectly suit- 
able alike for table wares and for the most exquisite ornaments, a clean and almost 
stainless material, impervious to moisture, and able to resist powerful acids. Moreover, 
the Chinese artists, with their natural gifts for colour and design, have shown 
the world how to decorate the white porcelain in the most attractive styles, fur- 
nishing models which the Western potters have striven for two centuries to follow 
and tried in vain to improve. 


Porcelain was made in China as early as the sixth century of our era; and 
when it first found its way to Europe about the thirteenth century, it was, and 
for long remained, a mystery. In the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries serious 
attempts were made in Italy and France to discover its secret, or at any rate to 
produce a colourable imitation of the material; but it was not till the early years 
of the eighteenth century that the chief difficulties were overcome. The materials— 
china stone and china clay—necessary for the manufacture of true porcelain, and 
the proper method of using them, were discovered in Saxony by J. Béottger of 
Dresden about 1709. The famous Meissen factory resulted; and in spite of all 
efforts to preserve the secret, numerous factories wete started within a few years 
_by kings and princes in other states of Central Europe. Meanwhile, the French 
had developed with success a method of producing a white and translucent material 
by mixing a glassy frit with sand and clay, and had definitely established the manu- 
fa&ture of artificial porcelain. In England the porcelain industry was a late growth. 
It sprang from private enterprise about the middle of the eighteenth century, and 
developed at first on the French lines. The ware made at Bow, Chelsea, Wor- 
cestet, Derby, etc., was not the true hard porcelain of China and Meissen, but 
an attificial “‘ soft-paste”’? ware of the French type. ‘True porcelain was first made 
in England at Plymouth about 1768, and for a short time at Bristol; but the 
English potters generally favoured the softer type, and eventually (towards the 


end of the century) evolved an admirable composition which is a compromise 
I 
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between the hard- and soft-paste, the true and the artificial porcelain, and still 
holds its own as the typical English ware. True porcelain was adopted in France 
about 1768, and that beautiful but expensive material, the old French soft-paste, 
soon afterwards disappeared from the market. 


But even where the material of European porcelain had only a superficial 
resemblance to the Chinese, the influence of the East was abundantly apparent 
in the decoration. It is true the European style of decoration, evolved at Meissen 
and developed at Sévres, has played in the past and still plays a leading part in 
ceramic ornament; but the old factories were reated from the first on Oriental 
food and never quite lost their taste for it. It is not possible to prove this thesis 
in the Lady Lever Art Gallery, for the collections there were not designed to 
illustrate the development of European ceramics. A late Crown-Derby service, 
a late French hard-paste service, and a few odd specimens of soft-paste Sévres, 
ate all we have to consult, and incidentally they are all decorated in the European 
style. But the proof is abundant elsewhere; and it will be accepted without demur 
that the porcelain of Europe derived its first impetus from China and has since 
remained a willing slave to Oriental influences. 


Chinese pottery and stoneware are also highly distinguished; but their influence 
on the world’s ceramic industry has been less conspicuous. Pottery is indigenous 
in every country, and it has developed everywhere on more original lines than its 
exalted kinsman, porcelain. The various wares made in Staffordshire in the middle 
of the eighteenth century are quaint, often bucolic, but racy of the soil. The 
salt-glaze, agate wares, tortoiseshell, and early cream wares are delightful things, 
displaying much skill and originality and, except for an occasional imitation of 
the Chinese, scarcely betraying any foreign influence at all. It was among these 
things that Josiah Wedgwood began his career as a potter; and the earliest efforts 
of this restless and enterprising spirit were directed to the improvement of the 
local wares. In his hands the cream ware became the refined “‘ Queen’s ware,” the 
keystone of Wedgwood’s industrial success: from the agate ware developed his 
elegant marbled glazes. In these and in his other “useful ”’ productions, Wedgwood 
did not depart far from the normal traditions of the trade. It was in his ornamental 
creations that he broke new ground and indeed effected a revolution. Here he 
turned his back resolutely on modern Europe and the Far East, and looked for 
models in the arts of ancient Greece and Rome which wete now becoming familiar 
from the excavations at Herculaneum and Pompeii. The taste of the day, directed 
by fervent antiquaries like Sir William Hamilton, had turned definitely to the neo- 
classical, and Wedgwood determined to consecrate his art to the new vogue. Vases 
of pottery, marble, and glass, found in the tombs and ruins of Italy, supplied him 
with models for form and material. His favourite designs wete based on classical 
paintings and bas-reliefs interpreted by Flaxman and other artists. He invented 
new bodies to suit the new style of decoration. Jasper wate was inspired by 
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Graeco-Roman glass, such as the Portland Vase had revealed; black basalt or Egyptian 
black carries its own explanation; the marbled glazes imitated agate and por- 
phyry; and the red and black wares closely followed the old Etruscan vases. 
The classics were supreme, and China was forgotten. 


Whether we approve or not the pseudo-classic art of the late eighteenth century, 
Wedgwood believed in it implicitly, and he spared no pains to give his own classic 
wates a perfection of finish, The other English potters eagerly followed him, 
and for a time their energies were bent on rivalling Wedgwood’s novelties. But 
the style of these things was artificial, and in less earnest hands than Wedgwood’s 
it was soon degraded. Early in the nineteenth century the inevitable rea@tion took 
place, and there was a revival of the rococo and the Oriental: but the firm of 
Wedgwood has remained faithful to the traditions of Josiah, and the jasper and 
black basalt wares are made in their old classical forms to this day. 


The colle&ion in the Wedgwood Room of the Lady Lever Art Gallery is 
splendidly representative of Wedgwood at its best. In the adjoining rooms is 
Chinese porcelain of scarcely less high quality. The two ate among the chief 
attractions of the Galleries, and their juxtaposition invites comparison. Basically 
the jasper ware and Chinese porcelain have much in common, both being hard, 
fine-grained, and, in varying degrees, translucent. The white jasper ware is very 
like biscuit (¢.e. unglazed) porcelain to the eye. It was, however (in Josiah Wedg- 
wood’s time at any rate) always biscuit and devoid of glaze; and it was not 
usually white, but mote often coloured, either on the surface or throughout the 
mass with a stain which penetrates the body of the ware. Chinese porcelain, 
on the other hand, is almost always glazed, and its colours are applied in glazes 

ot in glassy enamels. It is here that the wide divergence begins. In effect Wedg- 
wood is quiet, restrained, formal, and somewhat cold: Chinese porcelain is gay, 
tadiant, free, and sparkling, a feast of colour in daring combinations. In design 
the contrast is still more marked. Wedgwood, both in form and ornament, is trim, 
neat, and soberly beautiful, though at times a trifle academic. Chinese porcelain 
is more lively and fantastic, sometimes grotesque, sometimes a mitacle of grace 


and beauty. 


To the Western eye many of the Chinese designs may appear excessively whimsi- 
cal; but full allowance must be made for racial differences; and there are many 
mote, particularly those with happy renderings of flowers and trees, which appeal 
equally to East and West. Their simple beauty is unsurpassable. Wedgwood has 
nothing to offer in comparison with these. It is indeed unlucky for the Wedgwood 
Colle@ion that it has to bear the brunt of this abrupt contrast between East 
and West. What European blue could hope to live beside the Chinese powder- 
blue? And yet we pass in a stride from the blue jasper to an unusually fine selec- 
tion of powder-blue in the next room. And similarly Wedgwood’s black wares 
must stand comparison with the mirror-black with its soft warm lustre, and the 
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famille noire vases with their exquisite “ prunus” design set in a ground of rich 
green-black enamel. 


Wedgwood has many merits, elegant as it is in form and perfe@ in finish, 
teres atgue rotundus; but Chinese enamelled porcelain, with its simple satisfying 
shapes which seem to flow naturally from the wheel of the Chinese potter, its quaint 
and beautiful designs, and its riot of joyous colours, is. not a thing to be lightly 
challenged by any ceramic production of the West.

CHINESE POTTERY AND PORCELAIN 
A PRELIMINARY NOTE 


T is generally agreed that the earliest artistic pottery made in China is that 
of the Han dynasty, a period extending from 206 B.C. to 220 A.D. Bound 
up with this assertion is the belief still firmly held, though not unchallenged, that 

glaze was first applied to pottery in Han times. A considerable amount of Han 
pottery has been recovered in late years from the tombs which have been disturbed 
by railway construction or other causes; and though there is only one specimen 
in the ColleGion it gives a favourable impression of the Han funeral ware—No. 1, 
a wine-jac of ted pottery with a green lead-silicate glaze which has assumed a 
beautiful golden and silvern iridescence during its sojourn underground. 


The wonderful development of the Chinese potter’s art, which is brilliantly 
displayed in the finer wares of the T'ang dynasty (618-906 A.D.) with their coloured 
glazes, the invention of porcelain which was already firmly established in the same 
dynasty, and the subsequent growth of the beautiful monochrome felspathic glazes 
which reached their zenith in the Sung dynasty (960-1279 A.D.), are events which 
need only a passing mention here, for they are unrepresented except by Nos. 25 
and 25a and one or two imitative pieces (Nos. 2 and 293). 


The Ming wares ate the first to require our serious attention. Under the rule 
of the Mings, which lasted from 1368 to 1644 A.D., many and important changes 
_ occurred in the ceramic industry of China. The potteries in Honan and elsewhere, 
which had been famous in previous dynasties, had now sunk into comparative 
obscurity, and all eyes were turned on Ching-té Chén (Kingtehchen), already the 
ceramic metropolis of China. This place had long been noted for its fine white 
porcelain, and porcelain was now the order of the day—porcelain decorated no 
longer with the Sung monochrome glazes, but with brilliantly coloured pictorial 
designs. 


The chief Ming types may be roughly classed as blue-and-white, three-colour, 
and five-colour wates. Pure monochromes are not excluded, but they are in the 
minority. Perhaps the most brilliant of the Ming wares ate the so-called “ three- 
colour” (san ts‘ai) porcelains, on which pictorial designs with outlines carved, etched, 
or traced in threads of clay and filled in with coloured glazes, are set in a rich 
monochrome ground. The glazes, lead-silicates fired at a medium temperature,’ 
ate dark violet-blue, aubergine purple, turquoise, green, yellow, and a colourless 


1Something between the intense heat required for the porcelain body and for the felspathic glazes and the 
low temperature of the enamelling kiln. The “ three-colour” porcelain body was first baked in the “ biscuit’ ’ 
state, and then with its coloured glazes fired again in the more temperate parts of the porcelain kiln. 
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glaze which did duty for white. Details of the design were sometimes left unglazed, 
of, as it is generally called, in the “biscuit” state. As implied by the name, a 
combination of three of these colours was usual on this type of porcelain; but it 
was not rigidly enforced, and the ware still preserves its title of “three-colour” even 
when a fourth glaze is added to the trinity. Examples of this type of decoration 


on porcelain are seen on Nos. 4, 11, etc., and on pottery in Nos. 12 and 28. 


Five-colour (wa #s‘ai) decoration is another term which need not be interpreted 
too literally. It is, in fact, accepted in a general sense as meaning decoration in 
enamel colours. The enamels are soft lead-silicates coloured with metallic oxides and 
melted on to the porcelain in the relatively low temperature of the small enamelling 
kiln or muffle. The Ming enamels comprise greens of several shades, yellow, which 
is usually a rather muddy amber colour, aubergine purple or purplish brown, tomato 
red, a peculiar turquoise green, a composite black formed by washes of transparent 
gteen over a blackish brown pigment, and greenish white. They are applied either 
(1) direct to the unglazed biscuit, in which case the designs are usually pencilled in 
brown lines and the enamels washed over them, or (2) on the white porcelain glaze. 


The third, and numerically the most important, Ming group is the “blue and 
white.” In this case the pictorial designs are painted in cobalt blue on the body 
of the porcelain, and then covered with glaze, the whole being baked in one firing. 
This simple process is possible because the blue (unlike the enamel colours) will stand 
the full heat of the porcelain kiln. Another colour which has the same property 
is the red derived from copper. Both the blue and the red are known as under- 
glaze colours. It is possible for porcelain decorated in underglaze colours to have 
additional designs painted in enamel colours on the glaze. Indeed the combination 
of underglaze blue and on-glaze enamels was such a favourite one in the reign of 
Wan Li (1573-1619) that it is generally known as “Wan Li wa ts‘ai” or Wan Li 
five-colour ware. There are many features of the Ming blue-and-white which are 
quite distinctive; but we need not dwell on them, because the Collection contains 
only two or three Ming specimens, and these belong to the later reigns of the 
dynasty. Of the enamelled wares too, there are very few specimens which can 
with certainty be placed in the Ming period; for it must be borne in mind that 
the processes of enamelling on the biscuit and on the glaze continued in use and 
indeed were widely developed in the post-Ming periods. Much of the porcelain 
enamelled on the biscuit has been freely assigned to the Ming dynasty in the past; 
but it is now realised that the majority of these attributions are erroneous, and 
that in most cases K‘ang Hsi should be read instead of Ming. 


In passing from the Ming to the Ching dynasty we leave the river for the 
sea. The Collection now broadens out, and we are confronted with profusion and 
variety. It would not be correct to say that all the types made at Ching-té Chén 
during the Ch'ing dynasty are represented, but there are many and fine examples 
of the choicer kinds of Ch‘ing porcelain. 
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The brilliant periods in the ceramic history of the Manchu dynasty are the 
teigns of K‘ang Hsi, Yung Chéng, and Chien Lung. After these there is a marked 
deterioration in the wares, and the fastidious amateur avoids the porcelains of the 
later reigns. Of the three premier periods the long reign of K‘ang Hsi (1662-1722) 
is first in time and in general esteem. In ceramic matters it was noted for the 
perfection of the blue-and-white porcelain, for the famille verte enamels applied 
on the biscuit and on the glaze, including the much-desired famille noire and 
famille jaune, for the brilliant powder-blue and for a few special monochromes, 
such as ox-blood red, peach-bloom, and mirror-black. High quality of material, 
truth of form, and virility of design are charaéteristics of the K‘ang Hsi wares. 


The Yung Chéng (1723-35) is a period of transition, and may be considered with 
the Chien Lung (1736-95), which followed it. In the enamelled wares the vogue of 
the famille verte now passes, and the famille rose takes its place. Wonderful manipulative 
skill in the potting and miniature-like delicacy in the brushwork are charaéteristic 
of the finer famille rose porcelains, which, however, lack the strength and the 
broad effects of their K‘ang Hsi predecessors. But the Yung Chéng wares of 
the transition period have a distinction of their own. The enamelled porcelains 
of this short reign are singularly refined, and much attention was given to the 
perfection of the monochromes. 


In technical skill the Chien Lung potters were unsurpassed; but the porcelain 
of this period, though exquisite in finish, is too often lacking in vigour and shows 
the signs of imminent decadence. Imitation was the order of the day—imitation 
of archaic forms, imitation (often surprisingly clever) of alien substances such as 
bronze, enamelled metal, jade, shells, grained wood, etc., and, in one large group 
of porcelains, imitation of European designs. The contact with Europe had its 
reactions on the porcelain even of the late Ming period, and in the reign of K‘ang 
Hsi the European merchants were already ordering special shapes and designs to 
suit their own taste. The next step was to send out prints and drawings for the 
Chinese potters to copy; and finally we see the Chinese decorator actually borrowing 
the designs of European porcelain. The collector will make a broad distinction 
between the pure Chinese types made for the use and enjoyment of the natives 
of China and the export wares made specifically for the European market. On 
the former the decoration has a definite character and a clear-cut meaning: in 
the latter it is often crowded and confused, all manner of incongruous motives 
being mingled together, and often it is a mixture of Chinese and foreign ideas. 
These hybrid porcelains are only redeemed by the fine colouring in the designs 
and the good quality of the ware. 

This preliminary note only deals in the most general terms with the wares of 
the Chiing dynasty. More detailed explanations are given in introducing the various 
gtoups into which the Colle&ion may be conveniently divided. 


III 
CHINESE DECORATIVE MOTIVES 


T will be useful to supplement this brief sketch with a few notes on the 
designs found on Chinese porcelain, the appearance of which is strange 
and often baffling to the uninitiated. The subject is a peculiarly fascinating 

one, but too large to be dealt with here except in a general manner and with 
particular reference to the designs described in the catalogue. 


The porcelain designs of the Ch'ing dynasty are in the main survivors from 
or developments of those used by the Ming decorators, and these were in turn 
taken from book illustrations, pictures (sometimes specially supplied by the Court 
attists), and books of design which were based largely on the patterns found in 
silk brocades, bronzes, and other ornamental objets. The brocade patterns were 
specially suitable for borders and for filling spaces between pictorial decorations 
enclosed in panels or otherwise. The Chinese group their pictorial designs under 
the general headings of figures (jé wz), landscape (shan shui), nature subjects (hua niao, 
i.e. flowers and birds), and miscellaneous designs (¢s¢ hua). The figure designs consist 
mainly of gods, fairies, and sages, and subjects from history and romance. The 
tales of the heroes of the Han dynasty and of the Three Kingdoms, and the stories 
of the brigands in the reign of Hui Tsung provided many scenes of combat which 
would appeal to the warlike Manchus. But we have little material to hand for 
the kind of research needed for the identification of these varied scenes, and it is 
rately possible to give a definite name to the incidents depifted on Chinese porce- 
lain. Still less can we expect to particularise about the more peaceful subjects 
taken from family life, groups of children and ladies in gardens, or idyllic scenes 
in romantic landscapes. 


There are, however, a few well-known groups, such as the Seven Worthies 
of the Bamboo Grove, a literary coterie of the third century; and the Eight 
Immortals of the Wine-Cup, eight bibulous poets, liberally provided with wine-jars 
and cups, who sometimes fill the panels on octagonal vases and bowls. But most 
of the recognisable figures belong to the domains of religion and folk-lore. The 
three chief cults in China are Confucian philosophy, Buddhism, and Taoism. Of 
these, Confucianism is rarely represented on porcelain except occasionally by the 
figure of the founder alone, or meeting Laotse, or again with Buddha and Laotse 
making the group known as the Three Friends. Buddhism is more prominent. 
Buddha, the Bodhisattvas, and the Lohan or Buddhist Apostles, and the Four Guardians 
of the Buddhist Heaven are sometimes depicted. The most popular Buddhist deity, 
if we may judge by the number of her images in porcelain, is the Bodhisattva 
Kuan Yin, represented as the goddess aA Pity or as the Maternal. In the latter 
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case, she carries a child in her arms, and has a striking resemblance to our Madonna. 
Next is Pu-tai Ho-shang, the jolly monk with the hempen bag, a smiling, corpulent 
person in which the Chinese are fain to see the Maitreya or coming Buddha. 


But by far the most numerous motives are supplied to the porcelain decorator 
by Taoism and the superstitions which cluster round it. Taoism, founded by 
Laotse in the sixth century B.C., was originally a lofty and noble doétrine; but it soon 
degenerated into a mere cult of longevity. The quest of a philosophet’s stone and 
the elixir of life were the sole preoccupations of the later Taoists. Indeed Laotse 
is not to be distinguished from the god of Longevity, Shou Lao, a venerable being 
with exaggerated forehead, who rides on a spotted deer and has as his familiars the 
tortoise and the stork. He haunts the Shou Shan (Hills of Immortality), as the 
Taoist Paradise is called, surrounded by Asien, fairy folk and mortals who have 
found the secret of long life. Of these the most familiar in porcelain decoration 
are the Eight Immortals: Chung-li Ch'iian, a fat man who carries a /ing-chib fungus 
and a fly-whisk or fan; Lii Tung-pin, armed with a sword; Li T‘ieh-kuai, a lame 
beggar with an iron crutch and a gourd; Tsao Kuo-chiu, with his pair of cas- 
tanets; Lan Ts‘ai-ho, with a hoe and basket of flowers; Chang Kuo Lao, with 
his fish drum; Han Hsiang Tzi, with his flute (see Plate 6); and Ho Hsien Ku, a 
maiden who carries a ladle or lotus. With them are Tung-fang So, an old man 
with a large peach which he stole from the peach-tree of Longevity; the Twin Genii 
of Union and Harmony, a laughing, impish pair; or, in their place, Han-shan and 
Shih-té, with broom and casket; and Liu Hai, a ragged person with a three-legged 
toad and a string of “cash.” Another important Taoist divinity is Hsi Wang 
Mu, Queen-Mother of the West, in whose garden is the peach-tree of Longevity: 
her familiars are a pair of doves and a phenix, and she is attended by a maiden 
cattying a dish of peaches. 


Outside the three chief cults, there are others less defined. Relics of nature- 
wotship are seen in the cult of the dragon, the ogre forms on ancient bronzes, 
and the worship of star-gods. The myth of the Spinning Maiden who crosses the 
Milky Way once a year to visit her lover, the Ox-herd, is a romance of the stars. 
The Four Quarters of the Heaven have their emblems—the tortoise and snake for 
the North, the red sun-bird for the South, the azure dragon for the East, and 
the white tiger for the West. The dual forces of nature ate represented by the 
yin-yang symbol, a circle divided by a wavy line; and the phenomena of nature are 
explained by the eight mystic trigrams (pa dua), which were revealed to the legendary 
Emperor Fu Hsi on the back of a dragon-horse which tose from the Yellow River. 


The cult of Happiness goes hand in hand with that of Longevity, and it has 
its star-god, Fu Hsing, who wears official robes and holds a babe in one hand and 
a peach in the other. Similarly, Rank or Preferment has its Sstar-god, Lu-hsing, 
a dignified person in mandarin dress carrying a ju-i sceptre. These two, with 
Shou Hsing (the star-god of Longevity and identical with Shou Lao), make up 
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the much-worshipped trinity of Star-gods. Success in the State examinations is 
the ideal of the educated Chinese, and this is granted by the Star-gods of Literature, 
Wén Ch'ang, who resides in the Great Bear, and his satellite K‘uei Hsing. The 
latter was once a mortal, the most ugly of his kind; and when he took high 
honours in his examination he was rejected for his repulsive appearance. In despair 
he threw himself into the Yangtse, but was caught up by a fish-dragon and trans- 
lated to the heavens. His popular representation may be seen on Plate 38. The 
fish-dragon itself is a symbol of literary success, the legend being that the salmon 
come up every year to the famous falls of Lung-mén (the Dragon Gate), and those 
which succeed in leaping the falls are changed into fish-dragons (see Plate 7). 


Another potent deity who often figures on porcelain is Kuan Ti. Originally 
Kuan Yu, a hero of the Han dynasty, he was canonised in 1120, and finally raised 
to the status of god of War, with the title Kuan Ti, by the Ming emperor in 1594. 


Chinese painters are pre-eminent in landscape, and it is natural that landscapes 
should play an important part in porcelain decoration. Mountains and water (shan 
shui) ate the essence of Chinese landscape, though a human element is generally intro- 
duced in the form of one or two persons enjoying the scenery, a traveller approach- 
ing a mountain dwelling or crossing a causeway, or a few toilers going about 
their work. Sometimes the hills and water are those of an Imperial pleasure- 
ground or of a famous beauty spot like the lake at Hangchow. It is a scene of 
this kind, with pavilions, trees, and bridges, which was adopted by the English 
pottery decorators in their “willow pattern.” Again, the Four Seasons arte repre- 
sented by appropriate landscapes, and these, like the Season flowers, were favourite 
designs for porcelain decoration. 


The animal world, real and imaginary, provides a host of motives for the 
decorator, including many mythical creatures of curious aspect. Foremost of these 
is the dragon (/ung), lord of the water and the air, bringer of clouds and fertilising 
rain, and emblem of the Emperor. The Imperial dragon of the Ming and Ching 
dynasties is a bearded, scowling monster with straight horns, a scaly serpentine 
body, and four feet armed with five claws. There are bristling spines on his back, 
and flame-scrolls issue from his hips and shoulders. Dragons associated with 
persons of lesser rank have four or three claws. Whether rising from sea waves 
or flying among clouds, the dragon is usually represented as pursuing a flaming 
disc which is variously explained as sun disc or as the sacred Buddhist pearl. 
A more archaic form of dragon, familiar in ancient jades and bronzes, is also 
seen on porcelain, a lizard-like creature with bifid tail which often ends in a scroll- 
like flourish. This is the chih Jung, emblem of fertility, and it is usually repre- 
sented with a branch of /ing-chih fungus in its mouth. 


The kylin (chi Jin) is a composite creature with body and legs of a deer; 
head of a dragon, curled and bushy tail, and flames issuing from his shoulders. 
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He is a creature of good omen which lives for a thousand years and appears on 
eatth to herald the coming of a virtuous ruler. He is not to be confounded with 
the strange fantastic monsters, which the Chinese call hai shou (sea monsters) and 
the French chiméres (Plate 54), nor with the Buddhist lion or Dog of Fo. The latter 
is hardly less fantastic, and resembles the lion far less than the Pekingese spaniel, 
which is in fact called the lion-dog. But he was originally a lion and, for all 
his playful puppy-like appearance, he is the guardian of the temples and images 
of Buddha and a worshipful creature in Chinese eyes. The lions are frequently 
tepresented in pairs, lion and lioness, the one with a cub and the other with his 
paw on a ball of brocade, which was once the Buddhist jewel. 


More teadily recognisable are the tiger, deer, elephant, horse, hare, and 
monkey. The tiger (Ju) is the real king of beasts in China; the deer (Mu) is a 
familiar of Shou Lao and an emblem of long life; the elephant (Aséang) carries 
on his back the vase containing the sacred Buddhist jewels, and he is dear to the 
Buddhist as the steed of Samantabhadra, and to the Chinese world in general 
as a symbol of peace. The horse (ma) is a frequent motive: the pai ma (white 
horse) brought the Buddhist scriptures from India; the eight fabulous horses of 
Mu Wang are a favourite theme with painters; and there are “sea horses,” which 
ate represented in a flying gallop charging across conventional waves. The hare, 
which offered itself as food for Buddha, is also of interest to the Taoists, who 
picture it living in the moon and helping the moon-toad to pound the elixir of 
life. The monkey (dou) is a motive which occurs frequently on the snuff-bottles 
in the Collection, perhaps because a homophone /oz means to expect (office) and 
so the monkey design would be appropriate as a gift to a candidate at the 
State examinations. The monkey occurs several times in association with the horse 
and the bee; the former perhaps in reference to the ptoverb—“ The heart is like 
a monkey, and thought like a horse”—for restlessness and speed.’ The inner 
meaning of the monkey pursuing a bee (/fég) has not yet been explained. The 
tortoise has been mentioned as a companion of Shou Lao, and, like the deer and 
the Stork, it is a symbol of long life; entwined with a snake it is the emblem of 
the North. <A rat, or squirrel, figures in the well-known pattern of the Rat and 
Vine, the vine sometimes being a grape vine, sometimes a gourd vine. 


Fish occur frequently in porcelain decoration. Four fishes among water weeds is 
a favourite Ming design. A pair of fishes symbolise conjugal happiness, and the 
fish (yi) in itself is regarded as an emblem of abundance. The significance of the 
salmon rising from the waves is explained elsewhere (p. 10). 


Chief among the bird motives is the pheonix (/éng-buang), a gorgeous bird 
with the head of a pheasant, beak of a swallow, brilliant plumage, flowing tail 
of an atgus pheasant or peacock, and long claws pointed backward as it flies. 
Tt is the emblem of the Empress. Of the ordinary birds many appear on Chinese

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porcelain, usually drawn with much skill and truth. A pair of pheasants on a 
rock among flowering plants is a favourite design; numerous small birds are 
habitually associated with certain trees like the prunus, peach, etc.; and cranes or 
geese are generally seen among lotus plants. Others have a definite symbolical 
meaning: a pair of mandarin ducks is an emblem of conjugal happiness; the stork 
accompanies Shou Lao and is an emblem of long life; and the cock, bird of 
fame, and peonies, flower of riches and honours, suggest the phrase, kung ming fu kuei 
(fame, riches, and honours). Bats (fz) may be included here as recognised emblems 
of happiness. They are generally painted red, the colour of happiness; and red 
bats among clouds suggest the phrase bung fu chih tien (great happiness reaching 
to heaven). Five bats symbolise the five blessings (wu fu)—longevity, riches, serenity, 
love of virtue, and an end crowning the life. 


Insects are not without a place in porcelain decoration. Butterflies (fh) fre- 
quently occur either in brocade patterns or associated with certain flowers like the 
chrysanthemum. ‘Their name, fe), has a2 homophone which means to “ double,” 
and this gives them a symbolical Status as doubling the blessing implied in any 
motive with which they are associated. The bee and monkey have already been 
discussed; and the cicada on a rock is common on a certain class of blue-and- 
white porcelain. The cicada was regarded in ancient times as a symbol of life 
after death; but it probably has no profound significance in porcelain decoration, 
being merely part of a favourite motive of grasses and insects. 


The Chinese are unrivalled in their rendering of flowers and blossoming trees. 
The prunus, peach, magnolia, and tree peony form some of their most beautiful 
designs. There are flowers for each month, and above all, the flowers of the four 
seasons—the peony for spring, the lotus for summer, the chrysanthemum for autumn, 
and the prunus for winter. The Chinese trees and plants, moreover, are rich in 
symbolical meaning. The pine, peach, and willow are emblems of long life. The 
pine, bamboo, and prunus are the “ Three Friends,” constant even through the 
winter of adversity. Among fruits the peach, finger citron (fz), and the pome- 
gtanate are emblems of the Three Abundances, of Years, Happiness, and Sons. 
The gourd and the /ing-chih fungus are emblems of Long Life. 


There are, besides, numerous emblems interwoven in porcelain designs. Of 
these it will be sufficient to mention the yin-yang and pa kua (see p. 15); the 
emblems of the Eight Immortals (see p. 9); the Eight Buddhist Emblems, which 
appeared on the foot of Buddha, namely, the wheel or bell, the conch shell, the 
State umbrella, the canopy, the lotus flower, the vase, the pair of fish, and the 
angular knot, a symbol of longevity; and the Eight Precious Things, namely, the 
pearl, the “cash” or copper coin, the lozenge, the open lozenge, the musical stone, 
the pair of books, pair of horns, and the artemisia leaf (p. 18). The emblems of the 
Four Elegant Accomplishments are a packet of books (Literature), a picture scroll 
(Painting), a chin or lute (Music), and a checkers board with jars for the pieces. 
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(Checkers). Groups of vases and emblems often occur in panel decoration (Plate 30). 
They belong to a comprehensive series known as the po ku (Hundred Antiques). 
Many of these symbols, besides occurting in the field of decoration, are placed 
under the porcelain to serve as marks. 


Many of the patterns of a formal nature which are used for borders or for 
filling in spaces require a word of explanation. The ju-7 pattern consists of a string 
of ornaments in the shape of the head of the ju-i sceptre (see Plate 17), which is 
itself apparently derived from the fungus of longevity (4ng-chih). The words ju-i mean 
“As you wish,” and the ju-7 sceptre, supposed to grant all wishes, is a pre-eminently 
‘propitious emblem. Cloud-forms commonly take the ju-i shape in decoration, and 
they are then known as “ propitious clouds.” The key-fret, or meander, is derived 
from ancient bronze decorations. It is known to the Chinese as ei wén, “thunder 
pattern.” A variety of this is the swastika fret, in which the meander takes the 
form of series of swastikas. This symbol, found all over the world, is known 
in China as wan (a myriad), and carries the suggestion of endless years. Another 
pattern, formed by a series of curled scrolls, is known as silk-worm scrolls. There 
is a border of zigzags like our vandykes, sometimes hatched with parallel lines ; 
a border described as “false gadroons” (see Plate 3), the true gadroons being 
obliquely ranged whereas the elements of this pattern are upright; and a border 
of stiff plantain leaves, derived from bronze ornament. There are numerous diaper 
patterns which explain themselves; but the “cash” pattern which occurs on some 
fine blue-and-white vases is composed of interlaced circles, giving the general 
effect of a number of “cash” sewn together. The “cash,” the chief copper coin 
of China, is a round piece with a square hole in the middle. The wave border 
is formed of a series of conventional waves, sometimes with curling crests and 
often punctuated by a series of conical rocks. In the latter case it is known as the 
“wave and rock” or “rock of ages” pattern, the rocks suggesting a reference 
to the sea-girt hills of the Taoist Paradise. 


Several instances have already been given of the Chinese foible for puns and re- 
buses, and not only for reading secondaty meanings into their motives of decoration, 
but for combining designs so that they form words or phrases in a punning sense. 
The possibilities for exercise of this kind of ingenuity are endless with a language 
like the Chinese, which abounds in homophones, such as fu (bat), fu (happiness), 
fu (finger citron); /u (deer), 4 (preferment); ya (fish), ya (abundance), etc. etc. 
Thus many seemingly curious combinations of objects can be explained by reading 
them rebus-fashion into a sentence implying some good wish or blessing. Indeed, 
every design and every detail in true Chinese ornament tells a story directly or 
indire@ly to those who are conversant with Chinese language and Chinese life. 
On the porcelain made for the European market, on the other hand, less thought 
would be expended; and one would very often look in vain for a meaning hidden. 
in the medley of designs. 


IV 
MARKS AND SYMBOLS 


HE marks on the Chinese porcelain include specimens of most of the 
familiar types—the reign-names of the Emperors, hall-marks, studio-names 
of artists, marks of commendation, and a number of symbols. 


It is common knowledge that the reign-names, especially the early ones, cannot 
always be accepted at their face value, as it has always been the habit of the 
Chinese to put the marks of classic periods on their wares. Thus the Hsiian Té 
and Ch‘éng Hua marks are more familiar than the K’ang Hsi mark on K‘ang Hsi 
porcelain. In the case of the K‘ang Hsi wares another disturbing factor came 
into play; for it is recorded that the district prefect in 1677 forbade the potters 
at Ching-té Chén to inscribe the period-name of the Emperor on their wares, 
lest it should be profaned by breakage. It is unlikely that this prohibition re- 
mained in force for long; but it probably encouraged the habit, much in evidence 
on K’ang Hsi wares, of substituting symbols and complimentary phrases for the 
date- mark. In some cases the double ring which usually framed the mark was 
just left blank, or again the mark of a Ming emperor was inserted. As might 
be expected, with so much K‘ang Hsi porcelain, the Collection contains a number 
of these substitutes for the current reign-mark. 


The hall-mark is so-called because it contains the word fang (a hall), which 
is used in various senses, covering a palace pavilion, an artist’s studio, and a factory 
building. Thus the mark on No. 377 treads pi ya tang chih—made at the Hall 
of Green Jade (pi y#)—which may be a fancy name of a factory or a studio-name 
of an artist. 


The studio-name proper is closely akin to this latter type of hall-mark, con- 
taining as it does the art-name by which the artist chose to be known, a name 
often suggested by his dwelling or his locality. Thus Chw shih chi, Red Rocks 
Retreat, is the art-name of the decorator of No. 349; and we see that the famous 
glass-maker, Hu, took as his art-name Ku Yeh Hstan (Ancient Moon Terrace). 
But personal signatures are extremely rate on Chinese porcelain, and they are 
practically non-existent on Imperial wares. 


Marks of commendation include laudatory expressions in reference to the quality 
of the ware and good wishes for the possessor of it. Y# (jade) implies that No. 
80 is as beautiful as jade, and chi ya pao ting chib chén tells us that No. 155 
is “a gem among precious vessels of rare jade”; a typical good-wish mark is. 
chang ming fu kuei (long life, riches, and honour). 
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The symbol-marks are taken from the various groups of symbols mentioned 
on pp. 12 and 13, the Eight Buddhist Emblems, Emblems of the Eight Immortals, 
the Hundred Antiques, etc. 


The mark on No. 209 is exceptional. It resembles a European capital G, and 
is found on both blue-and-white and famille verte porcelain of good quality, but 
evidently made for the export trade. It is probably a sign ordered by a foreign 
merchant to be put on the ware made for him. 


The mark of the Dresden ColleGion is found on a few specimens (Nos. 439 
and 477). The famous Dresden Collection of Oriental porcelain was chiefly formed 
by Augustus the Strong between the years 1694-1705 ; and little, if anything, was 
added to it after the Yung Chéng period. Each piece was marked with the 
inventory number and certain signs—zigzag line, parallelogram, triangle, the letter H 
on its side, etc.—indicating different groups of porcelain. The marks were cut into 
the glaze with a lapidary’s wheel.

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DESCRIPTIONS OF THE POTTERY AND MING WARES 


1. WINE-JAR, of baluster form with swelling body, straight foot, high contraéted neck and spread- 
ing mouth. On the body are two moulded tiger masks with rings and two bands of 
wheel-made rings. Reddish pottery with olive brown glaze encrusted in parts with 
golden and silvery iridescence. 


Han dynasty (206 B.C.-A.D. 220). Height, 144 inches. 


2. FLASK-SHAPED BOTTLE with bulbous mouth moulded in eight lobes. On the sides are 
four bosses; and on each face, moulded designs in low relief—the yén-yang in the centre 
surrounded by the eight Trigrams (pa kua). Hard buff pottery with thick opalescent 
glaze of lavender turquoise colour with a purple splash. Yi-hsing ware in imitation 
of Sung. 

18th century. Height, 5% inches. 


The yin-yang, a citcle divided by a spiral line, represents the dual elements in 
nature. The pa kua consist of eight combinations of three lines, whole 
and divided. They figure largely in Chinese natural philosophy, and are 
supposed to have been supernaturally communicated to the legendary Emperor 
Fu Hsi (see p. 15). 


3. PAIR OF LIONS seated on oblong bases. One has a ball of brocade revolving on a spindle 
under his fore-paw and the other has a cub: sockets at the back to hold joss-sticks. 
Streamers issue from the mouths, which are open; and the eyes are movable. Buff stone- 
wate with coloured glazes—the bodies mottled brown, the feet and hair green, the backs 
white ; details in white and dark brown. The base is brown with floral ornaments in relief 
coloured. 


Canton ware: 19th century. Height, 19 inches. 


4. VASE, of double gourd shape: porcelain with designs outlined in threads of clay and washed 
in with coloured glazes—aubergine, yellow, and white in a turquoise ground. Designs: 
landscape with pine trees, rocks, and clouds, and eight figures reclining with wine-jars, etc., 
apparently the Eight Immortals of the Wine-Cup ; the faces are in unglazed biscuit. Borders 
of flowers and cloud scrolls on the waist, and false gadroons at the mouth. Green glaze 
inside. Base unglazed and burnt reddish brown in parts. Plate 3. 


15th century. Height, 164 inches. 


5. FIGURE of a bearded divinity, seated, with screen at his back. His right hand and right 
knee ate raised, and under his right foot are a tortoise and snake. Rettangular base 
with moulded sides and four lion masks in relief. Porcelain with coloured glazes— 
dark violet-blue, turquoise, and yellow. The flesh parts are in unglazed biscuit. The 
predominant colour is dark blue. Base unglazed and burnt reddish brown.

This figure perhaps represents the Spirit of the North, of which the tortoise 
with snake entwined is an emblem. 


6. FIGURE of Chung-li Ch‘iian, the Taoist Immortal, standing on a square plinth holding a 
palm fan in his left hand. Ware and glazes similar to those of the last, with areas of 
unglazed biscuit on the flesh parts and the legs. a 

About 1500. Height, 112 inches. 
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. FIGURE of a dignified personage in robes of state, seated in a high-backed chair: on a square 


plinth with moulded sides and cash ornament in relief in front. Porcelain of similar type 
with coloured glazes. The robes are dark violet-blue turned up with turquoise and amber- 
yellow: the flesh parts in unglazed biscuit. The back of the chair is green. Base glazed 
to match. 


About 1500. Height, 113 inches. 


The figure is probably one of the San Kuan, or Three Ministers, of Air, Earth, 
and Water. 


. FIGURE of Shou Lao, god of long life, seated on a deer and holding in his left hand a ju-é sceptre. 


At his feet are a crane and a tortoise. Oblong octagonal base with moulded sides. Porcelain 

with coloured glazes. The robes are turquoise, and deer is white, mottled with yellow. 

The base is dark violet-blue and turquoise. The head, with high protuberant forehead, and 

the flesh parts are in unglazed biscuit. The crane and tortoise are in biscuit touched with 

dark blue. The base is unglazed at the back and beneath, and is burnt reddish brown. 
About 1500. Height, 10% inches. 


. FIGURE of Shou Lao, on a base moulded in the form of rocks; similar ware and glazes. 


About 1500. Height, 9% inches. 


SQUARE PLAQUE with designs moulded and applied in relief. Waves and conical rocks among 
which are growing three lotus flowers which support a seated figure of Kuan Yin in the 
centre, with balustrade round her throne; on the sides are two smaller figures, one holding 
a fan (both restored). Porcelain with coloured glazes, with passages of unglazed biscuit. 
The plaque is mounted in a hard-wood stand to form a screen. 


About 1500. Length, 9% inches. 


VASE, of baluster form with tall neck and expanding mouth; slightly spreading base: two handles 
issuing from dragon heads. Porcelain with designs incised and washed in with coloured 
glazes—aubergine and yellow in a dark violet-blue ground. On the body is a lotus 
scroll, with formal leaf designs below and jz-i heads on the shoulder. On the neck are 
stiff plantain leaves. A wash of yellow inside the mouth. Base unglazed and browned. 
Plate 8. 


Chéng Té period (1506-21). Height, 124 inches. 


VASE, of baluster form with spreading base: cut down at the neck. Buff stoneware with designs 
of blossoming prunus trees in applied relief with coloured glazes: the stems aubergine and 
turquoise, the blossoms white. The ground of the vase is a soft peacock-blue, minutely 
crackled. 


16¢h century. Height, 11 inches. 


BOWL with rounded sides, sharply everted rim, and small base. On the sides is a broad band 
delicately pierced with swastika fret, interrupted by five medallions in which are figures in 
high relief in unglazed biscuit. In one medallion is Shou Lao, god of long life, and in the 
others ate the Eight Immortals in pairs. Above and below are cloud and foliage designs 
traced in white slip and partially glazed. The remainder of the surface is glazed white. 
Plate 9. 


About 1600. Diameter, 32 inches. 


An example of the extremely delicate pierced work which the Chinese call 
kuei kung, or devils’ work. 


INCENSE BOWL, barrel-shaped, with slightly spreading mouth and foot. On the outside are 
two lion heads in relief, and figures of the Hight Immortals, the background roughened to 
suggest clouds. The figures are coloured with aubergine, green, and yellow glazes, with 
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details in biscuit and black. The background is mottled with the same colours; and the 
borders are green with an incised scroll under the lip. Inside and under the base unglazed.

16th century. Height, 4 inches. 


JAR with ovoid body, high shoulders, short straight neck, and wide mouth: flat unglazed base. 
On the sides, a design of large fishes in a ground of curled wave pattern on which are 
floating plum blossoms and symbols. Band of jy-i pattern above and gadroons below.

K‘ang Hsi period (1662-1722). 8 inches high. 
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BLUE AND WHITE OF THE CH'ING DYNASTY 


HE reign of Kang Hsi (1662-1722), of all the Ch'ing reigns, is the period 
for blue and white par excellence. The wate was evidently much in 
fashion at this time in China, and the demand for it among the European 
merchants, especially among the Dutch, was very large. Its excellence resulted from 
perfection of the material, the clays being carefully selected and thoroughly purified : 
the glaze is clear and limpid as though the porcelain had been “freshly withdrawn 
from pute spring water”; and above all there is a quality in the blue which 
gives the ware its special cachet. The superior Ming blues are violet in tone, 
and the inferior, grey or indigo: the finer K‘ang Hsi blue is true sapphire, deep 
and lustrous. Whether dark or light, it is pure in tone. This is partly the result 
of laborious refinement of the cobaltiferous ore of manganese from which the 
colour is obtained. But there were naturally different grades of blue for the differ- 
ent qualities of porcelain, the pure essence of cobalt being blended with less refined 
material in varying quantities. Possibly there were other ingredients, such as tin, 
used in the glaze to help the development of the blue colour; but these secrets 
of the K‘ang Hsi potter must be left the potter-chemists to explore. As already 
indicated, this blue is an underglaze colour, painted on the porcelain body before 
glazing, and developed in the full heat of the porcelain kiln. In the application 
of the blue the K’ang Hsi potters had their distin@ive methods. Instead of strong 
outlines filled in with flat washes, the usual Ming style, the K‘ang Hsi decorators 
traced their designs in light and scarcely perceptible outlines and filled them in 
with gtaded washes which give their blue its pulsating depths. 


The actual designs, whether executed in blue on white or, as was often the 
case in the finer wares, in white reserved in a marbled blue ground, do not call 
for special comment. On the whole they are lacking in the freshness and spon- 
taneity of the Ming blue and white which they mostly follow; and they are some- 
times crowded and rather fussy—this is often the case with the arabesque patterns. 
But these are defects of the system, by which the same piece passed through a 
number of hands—one painter doing outlines, another washing in the colour, one 
drawing the birds, another the flowers, and another the landscape, and so on. 
One would say that the designs in the main were considered chiefly as vehicles 
for the blue colour, and as such they were undoubtedly a great success. 


The blue decoration was sometimes applied in delicately pencilled lines without 
the auxiliary washes of colour. This Style of painting, which was affected by 
some of the Ming decorators in the fifteenth century, is sometimes seen, though 
tarely, on the ordinary K‘ang Hsi blue and white; and it was the rule, rather 
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than the exception, on a special type of ware with soft-looking crackled glaze which 
collectors know as “ soft-paste.” Hua shih (? steatite), either mingled with the body 
material or applied as surface wash, was the special feature of this ware, which 
offered a peculiarly sympathetic surface to the brush. It was usually made up in 
small objects in pure Chinese taste, such as the furniture of the writing-table ; 
and at its best it is extremely dainty and refined. 


We have noted elsewhere that European influence was already reflected on Chinese 
porcelain in the K‘ang Hsi period. ‘There are several interesting instances of this 
in the Colle&tion, namely, No. 134, a plate with a European coat of arms rendered 
in very Chinese fashion; No. 144, a vase on which European ladies are represented ; 
and No. 148, covered cups and saucers of egg-shell porcelain, with figures of 
a European king and queen, doubtless Louis IX., and a French superscription 
copied in an uncertain hand. 


The blue and white which forms a large part of the ColleGion is varied 
in form and design. It includes some superb examples, among which is a won- 
derful array of “ginger jars” with the beautiful “hawthorn” or, more correétly, 
“prunus” pattern. The supreme skill of manufacturer and decorator was lavished 
on these beautiful vessels, which were intended to convey gifts of sweetmeats or 
fragrant tea as a New Year greeting. Their characteristic ornament is appropriate 
for the New Year in China, sprays of the winter-blossoming prunus strewn on 
a blue ground, marbled and reticulated like the ice which is already cracking at 
the approach of spring. It would seem that the blue and white went out of 
fashion about the end of the K‘ang Hsi period, apparently ousted from public 
favour by the famille rose enamels. The character of the wate changes definitely 
for the worse, excepting in the case of the “steatitic” or “ soft-paste” type, and 
collectors take little account of the post-K‘ang Hsi blue and whites. 


It may be assumed that the blue and white in the Collection is of the K‘ang 
Hsi period (1662-1722) unless it is stated otherwise.

POWDER-BLUE 


NE of the outstanding features of the Collection. is the splendid array of 
() powder-blue. This is essentially a K‘ang Hsi type of decoration, and, 
if we can believe Pére d’Entrecolles, who wrote two letters from Ching-té 
Chén itself in the late years of K‘ang Hsi’s reign, it was actually an invention 
of the period. The Chinese call it chwi ching, or blown blue, a name which 
gives a clear hint of the process by which it was applied. The colouring matter 
was in fac sprayed on to the raw surface of the ware in a fine powder blown 
through gauze stretched across the end of a bamboo tube. The powdery surface 
was then covered with glaze and the whole fired like an ordinary piece of blue- 
and-white. The blue was not absorbed into the glaze, but formed a dense back- 
ground which preserved its powdery nature. It has a great depth and, in contrast 
with so many other ceramic colours, it does not lose its radiance in artificial light. 
There is, of course, powder-blue and powder-blue; but when the mineral has 
been carefully selected and well refined, the resultant colour is remarkably brilliant 
and beautiful. 


Powder-blue was sometimes used as a2 monochrome, the mass of colour relieved 
only by gilt designs on the glaze, which, it will be noted, were apt to wear away 
and grow indistinct with time. More often the mass was broken by reserved 
panels of varying form which were painted with designs in underglaze blue or 
underglaze red, or both, or again with enamels on the glaze. In a few cases the 
powder-blue holds a subsidiary position only among other kinds of ornament. 


The powder-blue combined with famille verte decoration is included in the 
famille verte setion (Nos. 469-500). 


Unless it is otherwise stated, the powder-blue in the ColleGtion may be assumed 
to be of the K‘ang Hsi period (1662-1722).

T is not necessary to dwell at length on the monochtomes—a_ subject of 
I immense tange—because they are but scantily represented. They ate of many 
kinds, including high-fited glazes, medium-fired glazes, and enamels. Among the 
high-fired glazes which bear the full heat of the porcelain kiln are the whites, 
cobalt blues, celadon greens, greys and buffs, mirror-blacks, lustrous coffee-browns, 
and copper-reds. The most famous of the K‘ang Hsi reds are the ox-blood (sang de 
beuf) and peach-bloom, both derived from oxide of copper. But these are only 
represented by post-K'ang Hsi specimens of the ox-blood colour. The celadon 
gteen is only represented by small areas of the colour used in combination with 
underglaze blue (as on No. 290). 


The mitror-black is seen in several good examples. Like the powder-blue it is 
reputed a Kang Hsi invention, but the statement can only be accepted in a modified 
sense. Glaze of similar technique undoubtedly occurs on earlier wares, though it 
may be allowed that the mirror-black was perfected in the K‘ang Hsi period. 


The high-fired monochromes are sometimes vatiegated by a process known as 
“crackling,” the glaze being split up into a network of cracks of fine or coarse 
mesh. This effect was produced in several ways; but it will be enough to mention 
one of them, namely, the admixture of a certain ingredient in the ordinary glaze 
which caused it to contrac to a different extent from the body when cooling, 
with the result that it parted in a number of fine cracks. Grey, stone-coloured, 
buff-brown, and celadon glazes were frequently crackled; and a few examples may 
be seen in the Collection on monochrome vases and in bands of crackled glaze 
combined with underglaze blue (No. 288). A high-fired glaze which is commonly 
used in combination with blue or coloured decoration is the Nanking yellow, a 
pale golden brown seen in Nos. 288 and 468. 


There is, besides, a great range of monochromes formed by the lead-silicate 
glazes and enamels—leaf-green, emerald-green, turquoise, aubergine, yellow, gold- 
pink, etc.—and by blends of these and other tints. The celebrated “ apple-green ” 
monochrome is in reality a composite glaze formed by running a transparent green 
enamel over a stone-coloured crackle. A rate example of an enamel used in 
monochrome is seen in No. 318, a vase with glaze consisting of the composite 
gteen-black of the famille noire. Incidentally it will be noticed that most of the 
lead-silicate glazes and enamels have a faint crackle or crazing which is a purely 


accidental formation. 
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INCENSE BURNER in the form of a hare with a branch of fungus in its mouth trailing 
on to its back. White “biscuit” porcelain. Details in brown glaze, and the eyes 
dark blue. Hollow and open beneath, with holes at the mouth and nostrils to 
allow the smoke to escape. Plate 9.

FLAT OVAL STAND, with No. 285, moulded with cloud scrolls and glazed a pale 


celadon green.

THE FAMILLE VERTE 


EXT to the blue-and-white the largest group in the Collefion is composed 
of the various kinds of enamelled porcelains included under the heading 
famille verte. 


The name famille verte is due to the predominance of greens of various shades 
in the colour scheme. The K'ang Hsi famille verte enamels are essentially the 
same as those of the Ming wx fsa or five-colour ware, with the exception that 
a beautiful violet-blue takes the place of the Ming turquoise-green. There are 
other differences, but they are of degree only. The Kang Hsi enamels are on 
the whole purer and clearer, and there is more variety of shades. The red is a 
coral colour in contrast with the Ming tomato-red. All the enamels, except the 
thin pigment-like red and black, ate transparent; and depth of colour was obtained 
by piling them up in thick washes. Hence their encrusted, jewel-like appearance, 
and also their unfortunate tendency to become dull and worn and even to scale 
off when exposed to hard usage. 


In one large and precious group the enamels are painted directly on the un- 
glazed biscuit, the mat surface of which gives them additional softness and depth 
of colour. In another they are painted on the shining white glaze which, acting 
as a radiant foil, gives them the lustre of jewels. In the on-biscuit group it was 
mecessaty to cover the surface completely with colour, because the biscuit could 
not be conveniently exposed. There ate exceptions to this rule, as in the case of 
statuettes, in which the faces and hands and flesh parts generally were often appro- 
priately left in biscuit, and occasionally in the case of vases and other wares. But 
the former exception was often modified by the subsequent addition of oil-gilding 
on the flesh parts of the statuettes; and the latter only serves to prove the necessity 
of the rule, for the biscuit inevitably absorbs dirt and stains, and in time become 
unsightly. On the other hand, there was no need to cover up the glazed surface 
completely, and in some of the most satisfactory examples of famille verte decoration 
the beautiful white surface of the porcelain plays an important part in a nicely 
balanced design. Gilding is used as an additional enrichment on the famille verte 
porcelain, but generally with a taste and restraint which contrasts favourably with 
its use on European wares. 


In the on-biscuit group there are a few subdivisions such as famille noire and 
famille jaune for those rare and costly specimens in which the famille verte 
designs are set in a ground of yellow or composite black. Such subdivisions 
are somewhat arbitrary, and the types included are so rare that it is not often

worth while to separate them; but in the present Colle@ion thete is such a galaxy 
of famille noire that it makes a substantial sub-group of its own. 


For the rest, within the two chief headings of on-biscuit and on-glaze enamels, 
the grouping in the Catalogue follows as closely as possible the atrangement in 
the cabinets. Attention is drawn to the splendid series with powder-blue ground 
and famille verte panels, and to a number of fine vases with panel designs set in 
tichly enamelled grounds with patterns obviously derived from silk brocades (Nos. 
411, 423, 427-432).

IX 
THE FAMILLE ROSE 


HE key-note of the famille rose is a tose-pink derived from gold. With it 
a new palette was developed of soft colours which the Chinese call yang 
tai, ot foreign colouring. They are for the most part opaque enamels, 
and they include many tints previously unknown on Chinese porcelain. 


The rose-pink made its first appearance in the latter part of the K'ang Hsi 
period; and the famille rose blossomed into fullness during the Yung Chéng 
petiod and the early years of Chien Lung. The rose tints are rich to satiety 
and only suitable for painting in small washes and for miniature-like drawings. 
Consequently the broad style of the Ming and K'ang Hsi designs, with their bold 
splashes of colour, had to be abandoned with the famille verte palette; and we 
find in its place a mote delicate and less virile style, with prettily painted sprays of 
flowets, intricate scrollwork and diaper patterns, and panels with miniature-like 
designs. 


Nowhere was this style of decoration more fully exploited than in the Canton 
ateliers, where the delicate ruby-back dishes and egg-shell porcelain services were 
enamelled to the order of the European merchants in the Yung Chéng and Chien 
Lung periods. A close affinity will be noticed between these wares and the Canton 
enamels on metal. At Canton, too, were decorated, though not made,’ most of 
the services with European armorial bearings which were so fashionable in the 
eighteenth century. Other European designs as well were copied with great fre- 
quency, especially on the type of export porcelain which has been erroneously 
associated with the Lowestoft factory. 


Another type of enamelled porcelain largely exported to Europe in the second 
half of the eighteenth century is more Chinese in style, though doubtless intended 
from the first for European consumption. This is the so-called Mandarin china, 
heavily decorated with diaper and scroll patterns in red, pink and gold, enclosing 
panels with Chinese figures in Mandarin dress. 


It is not necessary here to follow the story of Chinese porcelain beyond the 
reign of Chien Lung, as no serious attempt is made in the ColleGion to represent 
the productions of subsequent periods. Suffice it to say that in the nineteenth- 
century porcelains, though they are often elegant and finely finished, there is little 
novelty and much imitation of the types which we have been considering. 


1There is no evidence that porcelain was made at Canton. Both the ruby-back and armorial wares were 
sent “in the white” from Ching-té Chén and decorated in the Canton workshops.

546. PAIR OF ALTAR ORNAMENTS, in the form of elephants caparisoned, carrying 
beaker-shaped vases on their backs. The elephants’ bodies are carefully pencilled 
in brown and red, and the trappings are painted in rich famille rose enamels. On 
the saddle is a diaper of pink, with brown borders turned up with yellow. Beneath 
it is a saddle-cloth in red with gilt designs of fruiting peach tree and waves, and 
gteen diaper borders with red tassel design below. The head and back are covered 
with jewelled harness, set with red and turquoise glass pastes. The tusks are made 
of ivory. The vases ate in the form of beakers with bulbous stems and flaring 
mouths, and four dentate ribs running down the sides; in colour and design they 
closely imitate cloisonné enamel. In the vases are plants with long slender leaves 
and ted berries—the leaves in green jade, the berries in coral, and a bud in the 
centre in dark green jade. Plate 77.

JAPANESE PORCELAIN 


N spite of their proximity to China the Japanese were very little ahead of 
I Europe in mastering the secret of porcelain, and it was only in the latter 
half of the seventeenth century that they learnt how to decorate the ware 
in enamel colours. The centre of the industry was then at Arita, in the province 
of Hizen; and the Dutch, who had a trading settlement on the island of Deshima, 
off Nagasaki, are said to have made their acquaintance with the Arita ware at the 
Nagasaki fair in 1662. What they saw on that occasion was no doubt a good 
white porcelain daintily painted in famille verte enamels with slight but graceful designs, 
the Kakiemon ware, so-called after a potter of that name. The Dutch merchants 
also saw the trading possibilities of this material; but they were apparently ill- 
satisfied with its simple decoration; and tradition has it that one of their number, 
by name Sieur Wagenaar, persuaded the Arita potters to adopt a more florid style 
of design based on brocade patterns. This is the reputed origin of the “Old 
Imari” porcelain, covered as it is with masses of dark and rather impure blue 
relieved by gilt borders and diaper patterns, and supplemented with red and in a 
lesser degree with the other enamel colours. This heavily loaded porcelain, though 
often coarse in material and in design, has certain decorative qualities; and it 
enjoyed gteat popularity with the European customers of the Dutch East India 
merchants. Such indeed was its success that the Chinese themselves were fain to 
take a lesson from their Japanese pupils; and so closely did they imitate the colour 
combinations and designs that collectors to-day keep a place for “Chinese Imari” 
in their cabinets. The Arita factories are still active and still make porcelain for 
the European market and decorate it in the old Style.

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SNUFF-BOTTLES 


IMINUTIVE vases and bottles were known in China under the name of 
ID yao ping (medicine vases) long before the Chinese made acquaintance 
with snuff. Tobacco was introduced from Manila in 1530, and the term 
snuff-bottles would be an anachronism before that date. As a matter of fact, the 
dainty little flagons fitted with spoon-stoppers to ladle out the snuff are rarely, if 
ever, older than the eighteenth century; and it is safe to say that the bulk of 
those in our Western collections are of nineteenth-century manufacture. They are, 
however, in gteat demand among the well-to-do Chinese; and one or two of 
them generally stand on a table in the reception-room. No pains are spared to 
make them attractive, and the best of them are perfect gems of craftsmanship. As 
may be seen in the cabinet in the Lady Lever Art Gallery, they are made in 
many materials: quite 2 number in porcelains of various types, and more in jade, 
agate, amethyst, turquoise, and other precious stones, besides glass, lacquer, and 
enamelled or damascened metal. The decorations, which are not less varied, are 
executed with great skill and are always full of meaning. Further notes on these 
points and on the materials of which the snuff-bottles are made, will be found in 
the sections dealing with porcelain and its ornamentation, jade, and hard stones and 
glass.

CHINESE JADE, HARD STONES, AND GLASS 


CHINESE JADE 


HEN Sir Walter Raleigh brought from the West Indies some specimens 
\ \ of nephrite, which rumour said was able to cure certain stomachic troubles, 
he called them by the Spanish name, piedra di hijada, ot stone of the 
loins. Our word “jade” clearly derives from this expression, through the medium 
of the French rendering pierre de I’Gade. Jade is found in many parts of the 
world, but by far the most important sources of supply are in Central Asia; and 
nowhere are its virtues more appreciated than in China. Indeed, there is something 
almost sacred about the stone in Chinese eyes. To the Taoist mystics it was the 
food of the Immortals; and it is a widespread practice in China to mingle powdered 
jade with the food-offerings buried with the dead. In literature jade is the embodi- 
ment of all that is precious and beautiful. It is to Chinese metaphor what gold 
is to the European. Shakespeare’s “golden girls” would assuredly be rendered 
“jade maidens” by the Chinese poet; and where we use the common- place, 
“worth its weight in gold,” the Chinese would say, “precious as jade.” 


Both the English jade and the Chinese y# are comprehensive terms covering 
two mineralogically distinct stones, nephrite and jadcite. In composition nephrite 
is a silicate of lime and magnesia, belonging to the amphibole or hornblende 
group of minerals: jadeite is a silicate of sodium and aluminium, belonging to 
the pyroxene group. Jadeite is slightly harder than nephrite, the former being 7 
on Moh’s scale to 6 or 6°5 of the latter; but both are harder than felspar. It is 
also heavier, having a specific gravity of 3°3 to 3°4 as compared with the 2°9 to 
3°1 of nephrite. Jadeite is easily fusible: nephrite burns white and cloudy, but 
fuses with difficulty. But these differences are mote real than apparent; and to 
the eye the two minerals are so much alike that neither the Chinese nor the Euro- 
pean amateur troubles to distinguish them. 


Nephrite is found on the hills of Western China; but the main Chinese supplies 
for many centuries came from Turkestan, where it was quarried in the mountains 
or fished from the rivers. The gradual drying up of the Turkestan rivers, which 
has been going on since the tenth century, has materially affected the jade industry 
in that region. Both nephrite and jadeite in a pure state are white; but both 
as a tule have become mote or less impregnated with such metals as manganese 
and chromium, and, above all, iron. This causes discoloration, which may be 
local or may affect the whole piece. The coloration of nephrite is usually in some 
shade of green, ranging from grey-green and the sea-green of celadon porcelain to 
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deep spinach-green; but there are many other shades, one of the rarest being 
black. 


Jadeite is obtained from Burma and Western Yunnan. ‘Typical colours are 
apple-green and lavender; but the most prized variety is strewn with spots of 
brilliant emerald-green and is distinguished by the name of fei ts‘ué. 


Other precious varieties of jade, enumerated by a Chinese writer, include pure 
white; pure white with vermilion spots; mutton-fat, a more opaque white; bees- 
wax yellow; cinnabar red; ink-black; and spinach-green strewn with gold specks. 
Jade has almost always a certain degree of translucency, some of the jadeites being 
much more translucent than nephrite. It is a tough, fibrous material, capable of 
taking a high polish and admirably suited for the glyptic art. Great value is 
attached to pieces of pure colour; but jades with broken tints, though less valuable 
intrinsically, are often rendered artistically precious by the skill of the Chinese 
jade-cutter, who has used the contrasting colours to bring out the features of his 
design. 


Jade-cutting in China is an art of great antiquity, but the modern Chinese 
lapidary still finds the methods and implements of his remote ancestors sufficient 
for his work. He uses a tteadle lathe and bowstring drills: his toothless saws 
and smooth-faced drills are whetted with sand and various kinds of powdered 
stone; and the final polishing, 2 work of great care, is done with the aid of 
jewel dust prepared from ruby and sapphire crystals. With these tools he works 
with infinite skill and patience, cutting out from the solid block the most elaborate 
forms and intricate ornaments. But the test of good workmanship in jade is the 
finish. There will be no sharp angles, no traces of inequality: every chink and 
cranny of the design is searched by the polishing tools, until the hard stone has 
the appearance of some soft, plastic material like wax modelled by deft fingers. 


Carved jade was much used in ancient times for ceremonial purposes, and many 
finely wrought specimens have been recovered from tombs. It has always been 
a favourite material for personal ornaments, mostly small objets exquisitely carved, 
and in larger pieces for the adornment of the rooms and tables of the rich. Its 
history is the history of Chinese art; but we are not concerned here with its 
earlier phases. The jades in the Lady Lever Art Gallery, like the bulk of those 
in Western collections, are of comparatively recent date. 


The early Manchu emperors were patrons of the jade-cutter’s art, and schools 
for lapidaries were established by them at Peking. The Emperor Ch‘ien Lung 
(1736-95) was a confirmed collector of objets d’art, and jade was one of his special- 
ties. Such an example was widely followed by the Court, and jade-collecting became 
the fashion. Illustrated catalogues and treatises were published, and the technique 
of the work was studied as never before. As a result, the jade-cutters worked 
with unrivalled skill, and the Ch‘ien Lung jades are often veritable fours de force, 
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the designs being hardly less extravagant than those of the contemporary rococo 
att of Europe. Another feature of the Chien Lung jades is a whole-hearted 
imitation of the antique; and that will explain why so many obviously archaic 
designs occur in modern jade collections. As for the nature of the objects made 
by the jade-carver, it would be wearisome to enumerate their variety. Enough 
to say that there is practically nothing of an ornamental nature required by a person 
of taste that has not been supplied by the jade-cutter. 


Since the eighteenth century the lapidary’s art, like so many others in China, 
has tended to decadence. The later jades are hackneyed in design and often lacking 
in finish. But since jade-colleGing became fashionable in the West, a vast quantity 
of inferior carvings have been made for the European market. Their workmanship 
is generally feeble, and they have little to recommend them except the natural 
beauty of the stone. 


But jade is not the only stone favoured by the Chinese lapidary. He has made 
many beautiful ornaments in lapis lazuli, turquoise, agate, onyx, root of amethyst, 
and rock crystal. They are wrought in the same manner as the jades and call 
for no special description. But the material which approaches jade most nearly in 
general appearance, and indeed is sometimes mistaken for it, is soap-stone or steatite. 
When carefully worked it has much of the waxen lustre of polished jade; but it is 
in reality a far softer substance and easily scratched with a knife. A few specimens 
in the Collection are enough to show that good work is done in this stone; but 
triumphs in such a material are easily won, and its reputation has suffered from 
the quantities of coarse and worthless carvings which have flooded the market. 


CHINESE GLASS 


The few specimens of late Chinese glass in the Collection are hardly sufficient 
excuse for opening up the history of glass manufacture in China. It will 
be enough to say that, like that of enamels, to which it is nearly related, 
it was introduced from WeStern Asia; and that it was first practised in China 
in the fifth century. Specimens of early Chinese glass, previously almost unknown 
in the West, have reached us in recent years, and it is probable that we shall 
soon have sufficient material for an adequate study of the subject. But hitherto 
our collectors have only been acquainted with the glass of the Ch‘ing dynasty, 
and that is all that need be considered in the present catalogue. 


One of the chief centres of the glass industry is Poshan, in the province of 
Shantung. The necessary raw materials abound in this neighbourhood, and glass 
of all kinds is made, both in finished goods ready for the market or in the form 
of lumps or rods, which are worked up elsewhere. Among the various industrial 
establishments founded by the Emperor K‘ang Hsi at Peking in 1680, and placed 
-under the supervision of the Board of Works, was a glass factory which ministered 
19 
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chiefly to the needs of the Imperial household. The raw material obtained from 
Poshan was worked up here with consummate skill, and the finished articles were 
often engraved with the reign-mark of the Emperor. 


Chinese glass is usually made up into small and ornamental objects such as 
snuff-bottles, vases for a single flower, bowls, and the furniture of the writing- 
table. It is, in fact, treated almost like a precious stone, and worked with elaborate 
care. The clear glass is generally decorated by enamel painting, which is often 
applied to the inside of the vessel so that the colours are protected from external 
weat. This is done even in the case of snuff-bottles; and extraordinary patience 
and skill are needed to manipulate a brush through the small hole in the neck 
of a tiny flagon. But greater play is made with the opaque glasses, white or 
coloured with metallic oxides. These will be seen built up in layers of contrasting 
colours, and carved like jade or onyx with the lapidary’s tools. By skilful tinting 
ot blending differently coloured glass, imitations are made of jade and other stones 
clever enough to deceive. 


There are many good specimens of this cameo-cut glass in the ColleGtion of 
snuff-bottles, besides two important vases of Imperial Peking glass which are 
exhibited with the hard stones. One of these latter (Plate 81), with an elegantly 
carved design in blue superposed on opaque white, has a seal with the signature 
Ku Yueh Hstan, the Studio-name of Hu, a celebrated director of the Imperial 
factory who flourished about 1730.

XIII 
CHINESE ENAMELS AND PEKING LACQUER 


CHINESE ENAMELS 


HE process of enamel-painting on metal is a simple one. The whole surface to 
be decorated is covered with an even coating of opaque enamel, and the pictorial 
design is painted on this as on porcelain. In champlevé enamel the pattern is 

gouged out of the metal surface, and the hollows filled with enamel. In cloisonné 
the design is sketched on the metal surface and a thin ribbon of pliable metal is 
bent to follow the outlines and made to adhere by solder or other means. This 
leaves the metal surface covered with a tracery of cells or cloisons into which 
the enamels are put in the form of paste; and the whole is subjected to a heat 
sufficient to melt the glass paste without fusing the metal. As the molten enamel 
occupies much less space than the paste, several applications will be required before 
the cells are properly filled; and inequalities are bound to result which must be 
removed by grinding. Polishing the final surface by fri@ion is the next step, and 
finishing touches may be added by chasing and gilding any metal work that may 
be visible. 


The champlevé process did not appeal so strongly to the Chinese craftsmen 
as either the cloisonné or the painting, and it is mainly found in subsidiary patterns ; 
while of the two last cloisonné is the older and better-appreciated method. 


Cloisonné enamel is recognised by the Chinese as of foreign origin, and vaguely 
described as Arab ware. It was in fact made in Egypt and Constantinople in late 
Roman times, and it may have been brought from the Near East by Arab traders, 
who were known in China as early as the eighth century. But the Byzantine and 
Roman cloisonné is usually confined to small objets wrought in precious metals, 
and the Chinese cloisonné is almost always on a copper basis and is often used 
on objects of large size. It is true that the earliest known examples of Chinese 
cloisonné, the eighth-century mirrors in the Imperial Colleétion at Nara, in Japan, 
ate made with gold cloisons on a silver foundation; but no other Chinese cloisonné 
of this period is known, and the Nara mirrors may well have been the work 
of Byzantine artificers employed at the T'ang Court. Cloisonné enamel, in fact, 
does not reappear, as far as we ate aware, until the fourteenth century;* and then 
it is in the familiar form on a copper base. The use of this less precious metal 
undoubtedly gave the art a wider scope, and in the Ming dynasty it attained a 

1The Mongol conquerors of China were also masters at this time of Eastern Asia, and it may well be 


that another influx of Byzantine workmen brought about this revival of the enameller’s art. 
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development, both in the size and beauty of its productions, which has never been 
surpassed. 


The earliest recorded date-marks on Chinese cloisonné range between 1335 to 
1367, in the Yiian period, and these we only know from hearsay. The reign- 
mark of Hsiian Té (1426-35) is occasionally seen, but on pieces of debatable authen- 
ticity; but the classic period for Chinese cloisonné was the brief reign of Ching 
T'ai (1450-56); and indeed the current name for the ware is ching tai lan. It 
must have been more than a coincidence that the Ko ku yao Jun, a Standard work 
on the minor arts of China, includes a note for the first time on cloisonné in the 
edition published in 1459. It describes the ware as ta shih yao (Arabian ware), and 
States that it was made by Yunnanese workmen, and that the enamels for the 
Imperial Palace were of fine workmanship, brilliant surface, and pleasing appearance. 
It will not be necessary to add that all enamels with the Ching T‘ai mark were 
not necessarily made during that brief period. The mark of the classic period 
was freely used by later enamellers, doubtless in homage to their distinguished 
predecessors; and it will also be found to have been cut (generally very badly) 
by designing persons on unmarked specimens of all periods. 


The Ming enamels have a certain roughness of appearance, due to the fad 
that the enamel is not always brought level with the top of the cloisons; and 
that some of the colours, such as white, black, and green, were often unevenly 
developed. On the other hand, the colours have great brilliancy, and much promin- 
ence is given to the deep, solid turquoise blue which is perhaps the most successful 
of the Ming colours. For the rest, the Ming red is a bright tomato colour, differing 
from the brownish red of the later wares; the yellow is strong, but, as on Ming 
porcelain, somewhat impure; the metal cloisons, being ungilt, are unobtrusive ; 


the shapes are very similar to those of the Ming porcelains, and the designs are 
boldly drawn. 


In the K‘ang Hsi period (1662-1722) of the succeeding dynasty the enamellet’s 
att, like many others, received a great stimulus from Imperial patronage. Workshops 
were established at Peking under the control of the Board of Works in 1680, and 
evety effort was made to ensure a technically perfect article. Purity of the colours 
and evenness of finish were obtained: much cate was expended on_ polishing, 
and the exposed metal was richly gilt and sometimes tooled. But the defects of 
these virtues ate also apparent in the general charaéter of the later wares. Bril- 
liancy of colour was lost in the frequent firings needed to fill the cloisons up to 
an even sutface: the beautiful Ming turquoise in particular lost much of its quality. 
The red became darker and browner, and the fine dark blue is often replaced by 
a tather overpowering lapis lazuli tint. The designs, too, tended to become over- 
elaborate and ctowded; and their tight scrollwork and meticulous finish make so 
many of the Ch‘ien Lung enamels look feeble beside the rougher but more spacious 
and brilliant Ming specimens. 
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In general the designs used by the enamellers do not differ greatly from those 
used on porcelain, though they could hardly be expressed with the same freedom. 
It is surprising, however, what suppleness of drawing the Chinese artist managed 
to attain with a medium apparently so inelastic. It will perhaps be objected that 
on a very large number of the known specimens scrolls of Indian lotus are repeated 
with monotonous regularity; but this can be explained by the fact that our col- 
leG@ions have been mainly recruited from the vases and altar sets taken from Bud- 
dhist shrines, where this pattern was peculiarly appropriate. A greater variety of 
design will be found on the secular enamels. The Collefion includes two specimens 
of Ming workmanship and some excellent examples of the K‘ang Hsi and Ch‘ien 
Lung produdtions. 


The other examples of the Chinese enameller’s work in the ColleGion are of 
the painted variety. The standard work on Ching-té Chén porcelain (the Ching # 
chén t‘ao Ju, published in 1815) has a note on the painted enamels under the heading 
Yang tx‘% yao (foreign porcelain ware), which runs as follows: “It is made in 
the land of Kuli, in the Western Ocean. The origin of the ware has not been 
investigated. In like manner (to the cloisonné enamel just described) it has a copper 
body. This is very thinly coated with ¢y‘# féw (lit. powder made from porcelain 
stone), which is fired. When complete it has brilliant paintings in enamels (wa sé 
=lit. five colours) admirably executed. When struck it emits a note like copper. 
In glossiness, elegance, freshness, and beauty, it is really not equal to porcelain 
wares. At the present day in Kwangtung, imitations are made in great numbers.” 


The allusion to Ku-li (Calicut, in India) need not necessarily imply that the 
att was of Indian origin; it more probably refers to European objects imported 
into China via Calicut, as there can be little doubt that the Chinese painted enamels 
wete inspired by the European article. They are a comparatively modern departure, 
and the earliest dated specimens are no older than the reign of Yung Chéng (1723- 
35). The allusion to their manufacture in Kwangtung is interesting because the 
similarity between them and the ruby-back porcelains painted at Canton is so 
striking that one feels that both types of ware must have been decorated by the 
same artists. The same palette of famille rose enamels and the same range of 
designs (sometimes signed by the same artists) appear on both the porcelain and 
the metal, and the differences between them are only those inherent in the two 
materials. These differences, however, are sufficiently noticeable to need a word 
of comment. The enamels on the hard porcelain glaze stand out in palpable relief 
and, when pure and bright, look like encrustations of precious stones. On the 
metal ware, on the other hand, they are painted on a ground of opaque enamel, 
usually white but sometimes tinted. It is like painting on the tin-enamelled surface 
of delft, or, in a lesser degree, like painting on the easily fusible glaze of European 
“ soft-paste’ porcelain. The colours sink in and become incorporated with the 
soft excipient; and in the process they obtain a softer appearance, but at the 
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expense of brilliancy. Further, some of the colours do not do themselves justice 
on the enamel surface; and we can readily appreciate the Chinese writer’s verdia 
that in glossiness, elegance, freshness, and beauty they (the Canton enamels) are 
not equal to porcelain wares. It should be added that the Battersea enamels which 
are dealt with elsewhere are very similar in their technique. 


As a general rule Chinese cloisonné enamels are attributed to the Peking work- 
shops, and the painted enamels to those of Canton. This is true in the main; but 
there are specimens on which both types of enamelling are combined, and the 
obvious inference is that both were made either at Peking or Canton, or both 
places. 


PEKING LACQUER 


Lacquer (ch‘/) is a species of varnish prepared from the sap of the lac tree 
(Rhus vernicifera), which is cultivated in Central and Southern China. Applied to 
a suitable excipient, such as wood, it can be built up in successive layers to a 
substantial thickness; and it can be coloured throughout the mass, and decorated 
by painted or carved designs. The material was known to the ancient Chinese, and 
it was certainly put to artistic uses as early as the T'ang dynasty. 


The “Peking ” carved lacquer is only one kind out of several; and though 
we know of its existence in the earliest reigns of the Ming emperors (and by 
inference earlier still), it is very rarely that one meets with specimens older than 
the Ch‘ing dynasty. Among the twenty-seven different workshops set up in the 
palace precinéts at Peking by the Emperor K‘ang Hsi in 1680 was one for lacquetr- 
making. It continued for about a centuty, and was at its best in the reign of 
Chien Lung (1736-95). It was here that the best specimens of carved red lacquer 
were made, and for this reason the material is generally known as Peking lacquer, 
although other places, such as Soochow and Kashing, have also been noted for their 
catved lacquers at different times. 


The best red lacquer, known as cinnabar lac, is coloured by powdered cinnabar 
(chu sha): the black lacquer is tinted with iton sulphate and the various shades 
of brown ate obtained by mixing the red and black. These ate the chief colours 
to be seen on the few specimens of Peking lacquer in the Collection, the prevailing 
colour being red. The lacquer is piled to a great thickness and then deeply carved. 
It is sometimes monochrome ted, sometimes built up in strata of red and brown, 
showing contrasting tints when carved. The box (No. 911) is a good example of 
the ware made, as the mark indicates, in the reign of Chien Lung. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF THE CHINESE ENAMELS AND 
PEKING LACQUER 


840. LANTERN, of square form in the shape of a shrine, surrounded by a balustrade and 
standing on a pedestal. On the top is a square beaker-shaped vase with pierced 
cover. On the corners of the roof are dragon-shaped finials, and the roof is 
bordered with eaves in tile pattern. The sides and parts of the roof are decorated 
with cloisonné enamels—dark blue, green, red, yellow, aubergine, and white in a 
turquoise-blue ground. On the sides are shou (longevity) characters between dragon 
scrolls ; lotus arabesques in the spaces. On the roof are lotus arabesques and archaic 
fret borders. In the other parts are lotus arabesques and borders of stiff leaves. 
Borders of false gadroons on the base. The lantern has a pierced opening at one 
side.

ENGLISH PAINTED ENAMELS 


FACTORY for making small articles in enamelled copper was started by 
A Alderman (afterwards Sir) Stephen Theodore Janssen, at York House, 

Battersea, about 1750. We learn from an advertisement that its productions 
included snuff-boxes, watch-cases, bottle-tickets, and small medallions or panels 
with portraits and historical and other subjects. To a large extent these would 
seem to have been decorated with transfer prints, though the statement, often 
repeated, that Hancock, the engraver who made copper plates for the transfer 
decoration of Worcester porcelain, worked at Battersea before he went to Wor- 
cester, is entirely without foundation and due to a misunderstanding. 

Janssen became bankrupt in 1756, and, although it is generally assumed that 
the manufacture of enamels at Battersea was resumed and continued for some 
time after that date, there is no evidence to support this assumption. At the end 
of the eighteenth century there was a similar manufacture of enamels in the South 
Staffordshire district. There is clear evidence to show that painted enamels were 
being produced at Bilston, near Wolverhampton, in 1781 and at Birmingham in 1777, 
and presumptive evidence in favour of the existence of the trade at the former place 
as eatly as 1765. It is possible that enamelling may have been introduced into 
Staffordshire by enamellers thrown out of work by the failure of the Battersea factory. 

It has been the custom to attribute to Battersea, in addition to specimens 
undoubtedly dating from the period before the bankruptcy, others which by their 
style cannot have been painted earlier than about 1770. As, however, many of 
this latter class (to which all the specimens in this Collection belong, with the 
exception of Nos. 989-994, which are obviously later still in date) show un- 
mistakable analogies of style and technique with pieces which can be proved to 
have been made in Staffordshire, it would seem more reasonable to attribute all 
such enamels to Bilston, rather than to Battersea as hitherto. A circumstance in 
favour of this view is that étuis, bodkin-cases, and scent-bottles, which are so 
conspicuous a part of any considerable colleGtion of so-called “‘ Battersea enamels,” 
are not mentioned among the stock to be disposed of at the sale following the 
bankruptcy at Battersea. The small snuff-boxes and wafer-boxes made in Stafford- 
shire at the end of the eighteenth and the beginning of the nineteenth centuries 
(such as Nos. 991-993 in the ColleGtion) are greatly inferior to the fine enamels 
of the debatable earlier class, and are readily identified. 

Apart from the work of the Battersea and Staffordshire factories, painted enamels 
wete made from time to time during the eighteenth century by individual artists 
such as W. H. Craft, whose signature occurs on a pair of tripod vases dated 
1787 and 1788 in the Colle€&ion (No. 994).

EUROPEAN PORCELAIN 


S observed in the general Introduétion to this Catalogue, the early European 
porcelains fall into two main categories, which resulted from the endeavour 
to solve the mystery of Chinese porcelain by two different methods. The 

one was the orthodox procedure, which involved the finding of the two natural 
constituents of porcelain, namely, china clay and china stone, blending them in 
the correct proportions and firing them to the requisite degree of heat. This was 
first achieved by Béttger of Dresden in the first decade of the eighteenth century, 
and from his successful experiments resulted the true, or “ hard-paste,” porcelain of 
Europe, which is essentially similar to that of China. The other procedure was 
to find an artificial compound which would give a colourable imitation of true 
porcelain, ze. a relatively hard, white, and translucent ware. This was attempted 
with some slight success in Italy in the sixteenth century; and a satisfactory formula 
was teached in France in the course of the seventeenth century, by which marl, 
sand, and clay were mixed with powdered glass and fired until slightly vitrified. 
On the body thus formed a glaze largely composed of lead was melted in a second 
firing, and the result was a white translucent ware with mellow glaze of warm 
creamy tone which had the general appearance of true porcelain, though lacking 
its durability and practical qualities. This “soft-paste”’ porcelain, as it is called, 
had in fact some advantages over the hard-paste. It needed, for instance, a much 
lower temperature for the firing; and its glaze largely compounded with lead was 
telatively soft and fusible, so soft, indeed, that when the enamel colours painted 
on its surface were fired in the muffle kiln they sank into the glaze and so gained 
its protection against the wear and tear of usage. Such was the artificial porcelain, 
a beautiful if not a very practical material, which was elaborated in France and 
held its own there till about 1770. Its vogue was sustained by the Royal factory 
of Sévres, where first-rate artists and artisans were engaged in exploiting all its 
possibilities as an ornamental ware. The Vieux Sévres (a term reserved for the 
Sévres soft-paste), with its brilliant colours and exquisite painted designs, was the 
model for contemporary porcelain manufacturers, and has been closely followed at 
many later factories, perhaps nowhere more closely than at Minton’s. Hard-paste 
porcelain was first made at Sévres in 1768, and its serviceable qualities soon obtained 
recognition. From 1770 onwards it gradually superseded the soft-paste not only 
at Sévres but throughout France. 


There ate a few specimens of both hard- and soft-paste French porcelain in the 
Colleétion, including several examples of the beautiful Sévres biscuit. Biscuit, it 
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should be explained, in its simplest form is porcelain which has been fired but 
not glazed; but the ordinary porcelain body is not always fit to appear uncovered 
and unadorned, and so specially prepared bodies were used at some faétories for 
the biscuit wares. The advantage of biscuit for ceramic statuary is obvious. It is 
capable of being crisply modelled and finished with the graving tool like chiselled 
marble; and there is no flood of glaze to obscure the details of the design. The 
Sévres biscuit was a material deemed worthy of the best sculptors of the day. 


The porcelain industry in England developed on the French lines. Bow, Chelsea, 
Derby, Worcester, and other lesser factories started on soft-paste porcelains, each 
of them with some pet recipe which gave their several wares an individual character. 
Hard-paste porcelain was made with Cornish materials at Plymouth and Bristol 
between 1768 and 1780, but it did not take the same hold in England as on the 
Continent; and, when driven to find a more pradtical material than the soft-paste 
porcelain, the English potters invented what is known as English bone porcelain, 
a compromise between the hard- and the soft-paste, and combining the virtues of 
both. This composition was perfected by Spode in Staffordshire about 1790, and 
became the standard porcelain throughout the country. It was, however, less readily 
adopted by the old-established firms, who preferred at first to experiment on their 
own lines; and the porcelains of Derby and Worcester retained a character of their 
own for some time after a baffling uniformity had established itself in the newer 
factories of Staffordshire and elsewhere. A late Derby service illustrates the Derby 
porcelain about 1800; and two admirable biscuit groups remind us that some 
twenty years earlier the Derby firms had specialised in a porcelain biscuit which 
could hold its own with that of Sévres. The large vase encrusted with flowers 
(No. 1041) is a specimen of the decadent production of the mid-nineteenth century. 
It was made at a late Bristol fa@tory; and there are two vases (No. 1040) which 
represent Staffordshire porcelain of about the same period.

XVI 
EUROPEAN POTTERY 


FEW pieces of European pottery which are to be found in the main Galleries 

belong to two groups, the one lead-glazed and the other tin-glazed. The 

rustic pottery common to all civilised countries is made of a ted or buff 
clay glazed more or less completely with powdered lead ore or lead glaze, which 
melted over the surface and formed a transparent covering of slightly yellowish 
cast. This was often coloured green with copper oxide or purplish brown with 
manganese. Widespread methods of decorating this simple material were applying 
ornaments moulded or modelled in white or coloured clays, making traceties of 
slip (é.e. liquid clay), or floating slips of several colours over the surface and combing 
them into a marbled pattern. Nos. 1053 and 1045 are specimens of such wares, the 
former English and the latter Continental. 


The second group is represented by some half-dozen specimens, some of them 
of high quality and advanced technique. This is the ware known as delft in Hol- 
land and England, maiolica in Italy, and faience in France and other countries. 
The basis in every case is a soft buff earthenware of fine grain. This is coated 
with an opaque white tin-enamel, which forms a convenient surface for designs 
painted in colours, such as blue, green, yellow, and manganese-purple. The examples 
described in the Catalogue are all painted in blue. Blue-painted delft was obviously 
intended to compete with the Chinese blue-and-white porcelain. It was a specialty 
of the Dutch potters of Delft and other places in the seventeenth century; and, 
the Dutch being large importers of Oriental porcelain at that time, it was only 
natural that the designs on Dutch delft should have closely followed the Chinese 
and Japanese patterns. It is, in fad, quite possible to mistake some of the blue- 
and-white Dutch delft at a short distance for Chinese porcelain. The industry at 
Delft was fostered by a powerful guild of potters, and the work of the Dutch 
potters reached a high level of excellence and is rightly esteemed by collectors 
to-day. 


The manufacture of a similar ware spread over the whole of Europe in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. In England it was probably started by im- 
migrant Dutch potters in the vicinity of London, and it was soon firmly established 
in other parts of the country, particularly at Bristol and Liverpool. The development 
of porcelain manufacture in the last half of the eighteenth century, and perhaps 
even more the improvements made at the same time in the earthenwares of Stafford- 
shire, were fatal to the delft industry, which had ceased to have any importance 
in the nineteenth century. 
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With regard to the other English earthenwares which figure in the Catalogue, 
ie. in the Masonic Colle@ion and the Wedgwood Room, something is said in the 
introductory note to the Wedgwood section. They consist almost entirely of the 
cream ware and pearl ware types (see p. 145), the latter being distinguished by a 
white glaze as opposed to the cream colour of the former; and they are decorated 
chiefly with transfer-prints supplemented by touches of enamel colours or of pink, 
silver, or golden lustres. The mechanical, but extremely useful, process of transfer- 
printing on earthenware was first practised by Sadler at Liverpool about 1750, and 
it afterwards passed into general use throughout the country.

WEDGWOOD 


ORN in 1730 at Burslem, in the heart of the Potteries, and sprung from 

a long line of potters, Josiah Wedgwood was apprenticed at the age of 

nine to his elder brother Thomas. In 1752 he entered into a partnership 

with Harrison & Alders, of the Cliff Bank Pottery, Stoke-upon-Trent; and two 

years later he left this firm to join Thomas Whieldon of Little Fenton, the 

celebrated potter whose name is associated with some of the most attractive of the 

eatly Staffordshire wares. Here he worked till 1759, making the salt-glaze, agate, 

and clouded “ Whieldon” wares which were the staple of the district; and here 

he distinguished himself by inventing, or at any tate perfecting, a green glaze 

which proved indispensable for the manufacture of the “cauliflower”? ware and cer- 
tain other popular types. 


But Wedgwood’s restless and enterprising spirit could not long be yoked with 
the old-fashioned masters of his trade; and in 1759 he started an independent 
career in a portion of the Ivy House Works at Burslem. Soon outgrowing these 
premises, he transferred to the Brick, or Bell, House Works, and in 1766 he took 
his cousin Thomas Wedgwood into partnership with special reference to the “ useful” 
side of the business. Wedgwood was deep in experiment on new bodies for orna- 
mental purposes, but he did not neglect the useful cream ware, which in his hands 
became the neatest and most practical pottery in the world. In 1768 Thomas 
Bentley became his partner in the ornamental side of the business, and a year 
later the famous factory was opened, to which Wedgwood gave the name of Etruria. 
This name shows clearly the trend of Wedgwood’s taste; and, with Bentley as 
partner, the ornamental departments of the factory were consecrated to the arts 
of ancient Greece and Italy. Bentley died in 1780. Ten years later Wedgwood 
took his sons, John, Josiah, and Thomas, and his nephew, Thomas Byerley, into 
the firm, and himself died in 1795. 


Josiah Wedgwood was undoubtedly one of the great men of his day; and the 
title of “prince of potters,” which posterity has bestowed on him, is not an exag- 
gerated compliment. Thoroughly versed in the practical side of the industry, he 
set to work with feverish energy to improve existing materials, and to work out 
new combinations and processes, until he actually succeeded in revolutionising the 
potting industry and in lifting English pottery from a lowly position to the very 
forefront of the ceramic world. At the same time he was largely responsible for 
the industrialisation of the potter’s art. Division of labour and the use of mechanical 
appliances were exploited by him to the utmost extent which the times allowed ; 
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and though he undoubtedly reaped the benefit of his progressive spirit in a great 
business success, the ultimate effect of his methods on the artistic qualities of 
English pottery have proved disastrous. 


It must be said, however, that the age of machinery would have come sooner 
or later, even if there had been no Wedgwood to hasten it; and in the hands 
of this master the mechanical processes wete not attended with their worst effects. 
His standards were so high and his taste (making all allowance for his rather 
narrow predilections) so good, that whatever another age may think of his con- 
ception of pottery decorations, none will deny the perfect craftsmanship and the 
wonderful finish of his wares. Wedgwood’s personal history shows him a man 
of courage and endurance, who persevered in the face of severe physical handicaps 
(the legacy of small-pox in his childhood), of strong personality and of public 
spirit. The part he played in furthering the constru€tion of the Trent and Mersey 
Canal, the commercial treaties, the abolition of the slave trade, and other great 
movements, ptove that his interests were not confined to his business. At the 
same time he did more than any other individual to develop the great industrial 
centre now known as the Five Towns. 


The principal materials used by Josiah Wedgwood, and either invented or 
developed by him, require a brief explanation : 


1. Cream, or Queen's, Ware.—A body of ground flint and Devon or Dorset 
clay, with a lead glaze which has a natural yellowish tint, constituted the early 
cream wate, the basis of a host of plain and clouded earthenwares made by Whieldon 
and his contemporaries. Wedgwood introduced a number of improvements into this 
composition, one important addition being Growan stone or Cornish kaolin; and the 
perfe&ted cream ware (called Queen’s ware after it had received royal patronage in 
1765) formed the groundwork of nearly all Wedgwood’s useful produétions. In 
its pure state it varied from saffron to pale straw colour; but the surface was 
sometimes veined and marbled with coloured clays to counterfeit agate, porphyry, 
gtanite, and other natural materials. It was put to ornamental use both in its 
plain and marbled state, for figures, busts, and vases, the marbled wares being , 
particularly successful in the last-mentioned articles. 


For table uses it was decorated in sober enamels or with transfer-prints in 
black and red. For a time, at least, the printing was done by Sadler & Green at 
Liverpool. About 1790 another kind of earthenware, with a pearly white glaze 
on a body of very similar composition, was introduced under the name of “ pearl 
ware,” but not to the exclusion of the popular Queen’s ware. 


Wedgwood’s variegated earthenwares were made both by surface-marbling on 
a Queen’s wate body or by mixing coloured clays with the body itself. The latter 
process, used in the “solid agate” ware of the old Staffordshire potters, was con- 
siderably developed by him in his so-called “ crystalline”? or “‘ pebble” wares. 
25 
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2. Basalt or Egyptian Black Ware—A hard black ware was already known to 
the Staffordshire potters; and Wedgwood experimented on this body until he had 
perfeGted it in his basalt ware, which he was able to describe in 1773 as “a fine 
black porcelain, having nearly the same properties as the basaltes, resisting the attacks 
of acid: being a touchstone to copper, silver, and gold, and equal in hardness 
to agate or porphyry.” In the basalt ware Wedgwood found a material suitable 
for ornamental work—modelling in the round, reliefs, etc.—requiring no glaze, but 
capable of taking a fine polish on the wheel. Its unpolished surface was the basis 
for what he calls “ encaustic”? painting, namely, in red and other enamels in the 
Etruscan style. 


The basalt body was, in fact, used for almost every form of Wedgwood’s 
ornamental wares—medallions, plaques, vases, figures, busts, intaglios, seals, etc. 
In some cases the black surface was varied by bronzing, but this coating was apt 
to weat off with time and usage. 


3. Red Ware (Rosso Antico), Terra-cotta, etc—The red ware, like the black, 
was a development of a well-established material, which in this case had been 
successfully made by the brothers Elers in Staffordshire as early as 1690. Wedg- 
wood developed its use and in addition produced a number of cognate terra-cotta 
bodies in various colours—cane, chocolate, bamboo, buff, grey, and cream. 


4. Semi- Porcelain and Fine Stoneware.—Somewhat harder than the terra -cottas 
and with a waxen texture and slight translucency, the semi-porcelain was the result 
of some of Wedgwood’s early experiments. It was used for a few of the cameos 
and medallions, but proved liable to warp in the firing. It was afterwards reserved 
for the plinths of vases. 


5. Jasper Ware—A fine white material, not greatly differing in appearance from 
porcelain biscuit, close-grained, and hard enough to take a polish on the lapidary’s 
wheel, but at the same time capable of receiving colour throughout the mass. 
It grew from experiments on the semi-porcelain, and its peculiar virtues came from 
the barium or Derbyshire spar which Wedgwood introduced into its composition 
in the form of sulphate of baryta and carbonate of baryta.. It was subject to 
continual experiments, and consequently it varies widely in character from waxen 
and translucent to chalky and opaque; but each kind had its special uses, and 
Wedgwood found in it an ideal material for the type of work on which he had 
set his heart. With it delicate white cameo reliefs could be built upon grounds of 
blue, lilac, black, yellow, and green, and they could be under-cut, trimmed, and polished 
like gems. It was superior in its tractability to the basalt ware, and immeasurably 
preferable for its bright colours. Brought into use in 1775, it was first employed 
for cameos, intaglios, plaques with bas-reliefs, and portrait medallions. The coloured

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grounds were tinted right through—solid jasper this is called in the Catalogue— 
until 1777, when the more economical method of colouring’ the surface only (jasper 
dip) was brought into use. The jasper dip came into general use after Bentley’s 
death in 1780. Some difficulty was experienced in making and firing large objects 
in the round, and few vases were made in jasper wate before 1781. But eventually 
Wedgwood could boast that he had made his jasper ware “absolute,” and he 
certainly made with it every conceivable form of ornamental ware. The best period 
for the vases was between 1786-95, when the beautiful reliefs modelled for plaques 
by Flaxman and others were successfully adapted to the rounded surfaces. The 
features of the jasper ware of the best petiod, which ended with Josiah’s death in 
1795, ate truth of form, elegance of outline, silken smoothness of surface, sharpness 
and undercutting of the reliefs—in a word, the signs of scrupulously careful work- 
manship. After Josiah’s death the quality of the ware gradually deteriorated, and 
it is easy to distinguish the rough uneven body and the blunt and chalky reliefs 
of the more modetn productions from the jasper of the fine period, though some 
difficulty will be experienced in separating the finer wares of the Byerley period 
(Thomas Byerley died in 1810) from those of the master. 


Jasper wate was undoubtedly Wedgwood’s most successful, as it was his favour- 
ite, material. In fact, its name is practically synonymous with Wedgwood. The 
numerical superiority which it has over other wares in modern collections is evidence 
of its outstanding popularity. In the Lady Lever Art Gallery it is splendidly 
represented by a large seties of specimens of great variety and the highest quality, 
including many unique examples such as the Borghese vases (Plate 94), the 
Endymion and Pomona plaques (Plate 101), and two of the original issue of the 
Portland Vase (Plate 97).

X VIII 
MARKS ON WEDGWOOD 


EDGWOOD’S wate was almost always marked, the exceptions to the tule 
being in the nature of accidents. The standard mark is simply the word 
WEDGWOOD impressed in letters of various sizes and types, the only printed 

or stencilled marks being those on the porcelain which was made for a short time 
in the nineteenth century. During Bentley’s partnership (from 1769 to 1780) the 
mark used was WEDGWOOD & BENTLEY; and on the basalt, Etruscan, and pebble 
ware vases, and sometimes on busts and figures, these names, with the addition of 
the word ETRURIA, were stamped in a circle round the screw which fastened the 
plinth to the vase or on a wafer of clay. The partnership mark was abbreviated 
to W & B on the small basalt intaglios and generally accompanied by a catalogue 
number. 


Of the large number of letters, numerals, and workmen’s signs which accompany 
the marks, very few have any interest to the colleGtor; but it has been observed 
that the letter O and the numeral 3 below the Wedgwood stamp recur on certain 
kinds of highly finished ware. It is also well to remember that random combina- 
tions of three capital letters occur on late wares only, being first used in 1860. 
Signatures of artists ate virtually unknown on old Wedgwood wares, though it is 
held by some authorities, on not very convincing grounds, that the letter H stands 
for Hackwood, and K for Keeling, two modellers.

The intriguing mark, Wedgwood & Co., occurs on one piece in the Colleton 
(No. 2232). It is a vase, with surface imitating granite, and in form and style 
it closely follows Wedgwood’s ware, though the granite effect is obtained by the 
unusual method of inlaying chips and shavings of coloured clays tightly packed 
together. The mark is that of Ralph Wedgwood, who had the Hill Works, Burs- 
lem, about 1790, and afterwards removed to Ferrybridge. 


With regard to the dating of the individual specimens in the Colleétion, it may 
be assumed that they belong to the Josiah Wedgwood period (é.. 1760-95), unless 
it is otherwise stated. Within this limited period it is possible in many cases to 
atrive at a mote precise dating. The Wedgwood & Bentley specimens are restricted 
to 1769-80. The jasper-wate vases will be assumed to be later than 1781. It is 
known when certain artists worked for Wedgwood and when certain types of ware 
were first used; so that there are quite a number of conspicuous sign-posts to 
guide the curious in the matter of exact dating. For general purposes the Josiah 
Wedgwood or the Wedgwood & Bentley periods will be sufficient.

The celebrated Portland Vase, now in the British Museum, is made 
of blue-black glass with white reliefs cut in cameo fashion. It is of 
first-century work, but was found in a third-century sarcophagus at 
the Monte de Grano, near Rome, and was kept for a time in the 
Barberini Palace. Hence the alternative name, Barberini Vase. It was 
first bought by Sir William Hamilton, then by the Duchess of Portland ; 
and it was deposited in the British Museum in 1810. 

There has been some controversy about the meaning of the 
reliefs, but the version adopted in the British Museum is that the 
figures represent Peleus and Thetis meeting on Mount Pelion, and 
Thetis consenting to be bride of Peleus in the presence of Poseidon 
and Eros. The bust under the base is a separate work and represents 
Paris. 

Wedgwood had the loan of the vase for a time, and his intention 
was to make fifty perfect copies of it, but it is doubtful if more than 
twenty were issued. The first successful copy was completed about 
1790, after some five years of effort. The chief modellers engaged on 
it were Henry Webber, William Hackwood, and William Wood. 

Another issue was made at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
and since then it has been copied in different sizes and materials 
with varying success. Of the two copies here described, the browner 
was bequeathed to Lord Tweedmouth by Lady Murray, widow of 
General Sir John Murray, and the other was bought in 1856 at the 
sale of Samuel Rogers, the banker poet.

XIX 
THE BAS-RELIEFS ON PLAQUES, ETc. 


HE patticular style of decoration which Wedgwood most affeéted is best 
seen and understood in his flat bas-reliefs. His first plaques and medallions 
wete made in black basalt ware, the designs being pressed out in moulds 

or stamped with dies; and the reliefs are in some cases actually provided with 
frames cut in the same mould. But these rather sombre and rather academic orna- 
ments rouse little enthusiasm, and they were relegated to a secondary position when 
the beautiful jasper ware had been perfeéted. White reliefs on backgrounds of 
blue, black, green, and lilac were now possible, and colour was added to refinement 
of design. The classical designs, admirably suited for this kind of ornament, were 
made separately in moulds, and luted (é.e. attached with liquid clay) on to the flat 
jasper plaque; the reliefs were then conscientiously tooled and undercut, and they 
wete even polished on the wheel when they had been fired. They were, in fact, 
treated like gems, and the finish of these objeéts in the best period was exquisite. 
Their uses were several. They could be framed as pictures or used for inlaying—the 
larger sizes in mantelpieces and furniture, and the smaller in boxes and other ornamental 
objects. 


A large number of skilful modellers were employed by Wedgwood to draw and model 
the designs for his bas-reliefs. The first and foremost was Flaxman, who worked 
for Wedgwood from 1775 onwards, but Church’ gives no less than thirty-seven 
names, without completely exhausting the list. Much of the work was done by 
such men as Hackwood, Webber, and Burch, but there are more distinguished 
artists, such as John Bacon, Stothard, Stubbs, and Reynolds, who provided 
occasional designs. Lady Diana Beauclerk and Lady Templetown were responsible 
for a number of very delightful designs of women and children representing family 
life, besides some groups of sacrifices, etc., in which obviously modern figures 
appear in classical guise. The purely classical compositions taken from antique 
bas-reliefs, vases, gems, etc., were largely the work of Flaxman and a number of 
modellers—Angelini, Dalmazzoni, Davaere, Pacetti, and others—who worked under 
his dire€tion at Rome about 1787. Specimens of the work of all the best of 
Wedgwood’s artists will be found in the Collection, which is, moreover, unique 
in possessing a large series of original wax models for bas-reliefs on plaques and 
medallions. These interesting objects, which were, needless to say, once in the 
possession of the Wedgwood family, mostly passed into their present keeping from 
the Tweedmouth Collection. With them is a good series of bas-reliefs in jasper 
ware of various colours, ranging in size from the Sacrifice to Pomona, reputed the

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largest plaque made by Wedgwood, and the long mantelpiece panels to the tiny 
tablets, mounted in boxes and other objeéts, in the trinket Case at the south end 
of the Room. 


The difficulties of firing large jasper-ware vases and of applying reliefs to 
rounded objects were surmounted by 1781, and the bas-teliefs, hitherto confined 
to plaques, now appeared on vases of classic forms. The subjects in many cases 
had to be adjusted to the new conditions, but some of them, such as Flaxman’s 
Dancing Hours and Blind Man’s Buff, were perfectly suited to display their qualities 
on a rounded body.

HE distinction between the smaller plaques and tablets and the medallions and 
cameos must often be quite arbitrary; but it is usual to rank the portrait 
reliefs as medallions and the smaller reliefs with general subjects as cameos. 

These jasper-ware gems, with finely finished designs in white on tinted backgrounds, 
the edges and sometimes the whole surface polished on the wheel, are among 
Wedgwood’s most successful productions. The background was sometimes built 
up in layers of blue and white or different shades of blue, so that the edges show 
a lamination which makes the imitation of stone cameo work mote realistic. The 
cameos wete at first made from sulphur casts of antique gems supplied by Tassie ; 
but Wedgwood was not long satisfied with this arrangement, and he engaged a 
number of first-rate artists to supply him with designs modelled in wax. 


The catalogues issued by the firm from 1773 to 1787 include about two thousand 
subjects for cameos and intaglios: heads and busts of classical and modern celeb- 
tities, portraits of illustrious moderns, mythological subjects, and miniature render- 
ings of the larger bas-reliefs. The artists engaged by the firm on the portraits 
of living persons were Flaxman, Joachim Smith, Hackwood, Webber, and others ; 
medals and waxes by Gosset, Lochee, and others supplied further models, and some 
of the portraits were no doubt worked up from engravings. 


These medallions, and to a greater extent the cameos and intaglios, were used 
for inlaying and mounting in furniture as well as in various ornamental objects 
of small size. A good idea of their uses can be obtained from the glass desk Case 
at the south end of the Room, where they will be seen beautifully set in gold, 
steel, ivory and other materials, on snuff-boxes, étuis, brooches, pendants, chate- 
laines, fobs, watches, ear-rings, buttons, and many other objects, including opera- 
glasses and a Court sword. The goldsmiths of London and Uttoxeter, and the 
otnamental steel workers of Birmingham and Wolverhampton (among them the 
famous firm of Boulton & Watt, of the Soho Works), were directly engaged by 
Wedgwood in making mounts and frames; and the artistic value of the Wedgwood 
cameos and tablets for this kind of ornamentation was fully recognised by the 
jewellers in Paris. 


The Colle&ion includes an admirable series of medallions, portrait and otherwise, 
exhibited on the screens and slopes, and among the rarities are a portrait of Prince 
Ernest (No. 1986), and the interesting “Sydney Cove” medallion which was 
made with clay sent by Sir Joseph Banks when on the Cook Expedition. Many 
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of the medallion portraits are in their original frames of metal and wood. With 
the cameos are included the intaglios, also copied from antique gems but with 
the designs sunk instead of raised. They were used for mounting as seals or made 
in series for keeping in cabinets. Many of these intaglio sets were made in black 
basalt.

IMITATIONS OF WEDGWOOD 
A’ already hinted, Wedgwood’s influence on the ceramic art of his day 


was far-reaching. His immediate neighbours in Staffordshire were forced 

for a time at least to copy his materials and designs as nearly as they 
could. The black basalt ware was common property, and Palmer of Hanley (the 
firm was afterwards Palmer & Neale, and then Neale & Co.) proved himself a 
serious rival in this material, A specimen of black basalt in the Collection bears 
the mark of Elijah Mayer, of Hanley (1770-1813), another good basalt potter. 


Many of the Staffordshire firms attempted the jasper ware, but the only real 
successes were made by Turner, of Lane End (1762-1803), a firm which made 
jasper ware equal in texture if not in colour to Wedgwood’s, and William Adams, 
a pupil of Wedgwood, who built the Greengates Works at Tunstall, and made 
good jasper wate there from 1787 to 1805. 


The name Wedgwood & Co., which appears on a granite ware vase obviously 
imitating one of Josiah’s shapes, is explained on p. 149 as the mark of another 
member of the family who worked at Ferrybridge. 


On the Continent Wedgwood’s influence was also very widely felt. His Queen’s 
ware started the manufacture of faience fine in France, Italy, and on the Rhine. 
His jasper wate was imitated at Meissen, Fiirstenberg, in Thuringia, at Sévres, 
Doccia and Lisbon, but it cannot be said that the continental imitations were a 
great success, if we except the plaques and medallions made at Sévres. An imita- 
tion of Wedgwood’s cane ware in the Collection bears the mark of Sarreguimines, 
in Lorraine.

FLAXMAN 


EDGWOOD’S chief interpreter of the antique was John Flaxman, who not 
only made himself a formidable number of models for Wedgwood’s plaques 
vases, medallions, etc., but instruéted and stimulated other artists in Wedg- 

wood’s employ and set a standard which elevated the whole artistic tone of the 
works. It would be difficult to estimate Wedgwood’s debt to this sculptor; but 
it is recognised as a substantial one in this Collection by the number of Flaxman 
relics which are included. One of these, a frame of medals, tells the story of Flax- 
man’s eatly successes; but his life is well known, and all that is necessary here 
is to recall a few of the events which mote directly concern the Colleétion. 


John Flaxman was born in 1755, and his early years were spent chiefly in the 
shop of his father, a maker and seller of casts who occasionally worked as a model- 
ler for some of the prominent sculptors. At the age of twelve the young 
Flaxman was awarded first prize for a medal by the Society of Arts; and Nos. 
2268-71 bear witness to other early triumphs. 


In 1770 he exhibited a wax model of Neptune at the Royal Academy. His 
connection with Wedgwood began in 1775, and continued till the latter’s death. 
A bill* of 1775 includes a number of reliefs—Muses, Gods, and Demigods, besides 
an antique vase sculptured with figures and a pair of vases with Satyr and Triton 
handles, in which we recognise the Wine and Water ewers (Nos. 1334 and 1485). The 
bill is receipted by John Flaxman, junior, “for my father”; and though it is 
generally assumed that all the models named in it ate the work of the younger 
Flaxman, it is not impossible that some of the items may have been casts made 
by his father. Frequent reference is made throughout the Catalogue to Flaxman’s 
compositions, such as the friezes of Apollo and the Nine Muses, the Dancing Hours, 
Bacchanalian Processions, the Crowning of the Kitharist, and the Apotheosis of 
Virgil, and it would be easy to compile a list of more than a hundred Flaxman 
subjects from the early catalogues reprinted in Miss Meteyard’s Handbook. In 1782 
he married Ann Denman, and in 1787 he went to Rome, where he worked himself 
on the antique sculptures and supervised the work of others till 1794. Subse- 
quently his work was carried on in London, where he died in 1826. Flaxman’s 
work is too well known to need appreciation here. It is enough to say that for 
free and gtaceful compositions in classical style he has no equal.

HE work of James Tassie, in many ways closely akin to that of Wedg- 
wood, is represented by a substantial number of specimens in the Collec- 
tion, and a brief note on his career will not be out of place. He was born 

at Pollokshaws, near Glasgow, in 1735, and began life as a stone-mason; but he soon 
showed his bent for modelling and sculpture and was able to study art at the 
Foulis Academy in Glasgow. In 1763 he went to Dublin, where he worked with 
Dr. Quin on the glass compositions used in reproducing antique gems. This gave 
him a command of his material; and in 1766 he came to London, where he gained 
at once a bounty from the Society of Arts for his “ profiles in pastes.” He exhibited 
at the Academy from 1769 onwards. Like Wedgwood, he issued catalogues of his 
gems, and the number of them had grown to such an extent by 1791 that the 
catalogue of that year included 15,800 numbered items. There were besides many 
cameo portraits of contemporaries, largely of his own modelling, the admirable 
quality of which can be judged by specimens in the Collection. They are executed 
in opaque, white glass paste, often set like Wedgwood’s jasper-ware medallions 
on a coloured background. ‘Tassie supplied Wedgwood with sulphur casts of gems 
for his early cameos; and it is apparent that he must have passed on some of 
the moulds used for his later portrait medallions. 


James Tassie died in 1799. He was succeeded by his nephew, William Tassie, 
who possessed something of his skill as a modeller. The latter retired in 1840, 
and died twenty years later.
